26 cents, 


HODGE SHOT WIMSHLE 


Sensational Suicidejin the City 
Hall at Hamilton. 








A Wew Minutes Before Committing the 
Doed Uodge Bade the Carctaker's Wile 
“Good Evening,” and Was Apparently 
in Good Spirits—Me Formerly Carried 
on a Stove Business With His Brother 
in Newmarket—Had Plenty of Money a 
Few Years Ago, But Got Kid of it All. 

Hamilton, Jan. 10,—(Special,)—One of 
the most sensational suicides that have 
occurred in this part of the country 
for some time took place in this city 
last night. About 8.30 Ja Hodge, 

68 years of age, strong a avily 






utes, seated himself at 
the stairway leading 
chamber and, pulling a 
his pocket, sent a 38-calibre 
through his brain. 

The spot where the man ended his 
life is not more than 20 feet from the 
office of the chief of police and the de- 
tectives’ headquarters, and Chief Smith 
and Detective Inspector McMahon, 
being in their offices, hastened out to 
learn the cause of the loud report. In 
a reclining position on the stairway 
dead was the sturdy form of Hodge, 
who a few minutes before bade Mrs. 
Hurton, the wife of the caretaker of 
the City Hall, good evening, appar- 
ently in good spirits. He held the re- 
volver in his right hand, and in the 
right side of his head, just over the 
ear, was a wound showing where the 
bullet had entered. In his pocket was 
a note stating that he had been worth 
@ great deal of maney, but his relatives 
ao been the means of robbing him of 

About 15 years ago the suicide and 
one of his brothers had a successful 
stove and tinware business in New- 
market. Leaving Newmarket, James, 
the suicide, bought a farm in West 
Flamboro, which he worked until about 
eight years ago, when he sold it for 
$5000 and came to this city. Since his 
arrival here he has been drinking 
heavily and has done very little work. 
His sister Emma died about four 
months ago, leaving him $300, and he 
has spent all this. So far as is known 
he has only one brother and one sis- 
ter living. His brother William is in 
South Africa, and the sister, Susan, in 
Newmarket. 

Coroner White was informed of 
the circumstances of the case and de- 
cided that an inquest is unnecessary.

Will He “Pinch” the Caundians in His 
New Tarif! ?-Let Him Do so 
if Be Wants to, 


Chicago, Jan. 19.—William PB. Curtis 
telegraphs from Washington to The 
Record: ‘The Canadian commissioners 
who are coming down to Washington 
to secure concessions from the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means in the new 
tariff bill will find cold comfort here. 
They might as well save their time and 
car fare. The net result of their visit 
will be a conviction that Speaker Reed, 


Representative Dingley and other 
members of the Ways and Means 
Committee are narrow-minded and 


selfish men. If anything is done with 
the duties on Canadian merchandise in 
the next tariff bill they will be mate- 
rially increased, and the policy of the 
McKinley administration will be to 
raise the wall between the United 
States and Canada higher than ever, 


and adopt apy practicable scheme 
that may be offered to obstruct Cana- 
dian trade. The bill which Senator 
Elkins has introduced and has been 


pressing with some energy to deprive 
the Canadian railroads of the bonded 
privilege may not become a law, but 
it will not be opposed by the next ad- 
ministration, 

‘The Canadian polioy of President 
McKinley witil be watched with Inter- 
est. It is not known that he has ever 
cammitited himeelf on the subject of 
annexation. He has never mae & 
Speech on the subject, and his [friends 
in Washingtan who are familiar with 
his viewe on other eubjecta do not 
know how he stands on this. If he 
is an annexationist however, it is 
expected that he will “pinch” the 
Canadians to the extent of hig ability 
on the tariff, in the tranalt regula- 
tions and In every direction, for those 
who have studied the question agree 
that the easiest way to annex Canada 
to the United States is to make a pro- 
hibltory taniff on all Canadian pro- 
ducts, deprive the Canadian railroads 
of the bonded privilege, and shat 
Canadian fish out of the American 
market.

Ontario is the best Province of the best 
country that God has made; the Bay of 
Quinte distri c is the choicess part of 
that Province, and Belleville is the capital 
and contre of that district. 

I haye long been of the opinion that the 
interests of Belleville aro closely allied 
with the Grand Trunk Railway. We gave 
& bonus of $150,000, to its Mialand branch, 
Which is becoming one of the most  profit- 
able sections of the system, and one of 
$25,000, for the establishment of local 
shops. Where our treasure is, there 
should our hearts be also. Wo are bound 
to have a constant regard for that money ; 
we borrowed it and are every year paying 
interest upon it. We have both a legal 
and 6 moral claim upon the road for all the 
advantages that can be turned our way. 
Our money was invested to secure returns, 
and we have as good a right to expect pro- 
fitable results, as the English sharcholders 
haye to look for dividends upon their ¢ Ap- 
ital. On behalf of the city I propose to 
culrivate the most friendly relations with 
the Grand Trunk, in which Belleville, by 
reason of her inyestinents, is practically a 
special parmer. ‘his city is the most im- 
portant, and I believe the most profitable, 
station betweon Montreal and Toronto, and 
the terminus of the Midland branch, It can 
be made a point of even greater importance, 
anil T shall deem it my duty to persistently 
but respectfully urge the claima which the

Lhave noticed that many new houses 
have been erected, and that the population 
is increasing in the northern part of Cole- 
rman and Bleecker wards and in the town- 
ship of Thurlow adjacent to it. A bridge 
across the river for passengers and traflio, 
to be erected and maintained jointly by 
the City and the County, is a matter 
Worthy of your consideration. The 
Grand Trunk bridge, contrary to law, and 
at great risk to life, is constantly used, 
At auy time it nay be peremptorily closed. 

The people haye again unmistakably 
signified their desire that the number of 
Aldermen should be reduced. As the law 
requires that there shall be three Alder- 
men for each ward in the city, it will be 
necessary, in order t) give elluct to the do- 
cision of the ratepayers, to reduce the 
number of wards, and take action toward 
that end not later than the 15th of July. 
We have 21 Aldermen ;‘loronto has only 
24, Sr. Catharines 9, Brantford 15, and 
Peterborough 12. 

Closely allied to this desirable chanye is 
the subject E-mentioned on the day of 
Noininatiou, namely lepgthening the term 
ot service for Aldermen to two years, ono 
half ouly of the members to go out at the 
ond of the year, Continuity, stability and 
forcsight would bs thereby secured, and 
waste avoided. If this proposal should 
meet with your approval, 1 would respect- 
fully suggest that you give effect to it by 
presenting itto the Government and the 
Legislature through our local member, 

Petitions for the extension of the city’s 
seversve system, on the frontage plan, 
will doubtless reach you at an early period 
of tho your. T can conceive of no subject 
of greater inportance thau the health of 
the citizens, with which the matter of 
selverage is so intimately connected, ant L 
feel assured that you will yive the subject 
prompt and intelligent ettention. 

As the contract with the Water Works 
Compsny will hot expire until May 14, 
1898, no new arrangement with the com- 
pany is necessary this year. 

I believe the city is receiving etliciont 
service from its officials, and that one of 
the duties imposed upon the Mayor by 
statute, namely “the superintentenco of 
the conduct of the officers of the munici- 
pality.” willnot be onerous, I will take 
the occasion to say in this connection that 
I think it is the opinion of the ratepayers 
that the salaries attaching to the various 
offices are as high as the city can afford, 
and high enougn to ensure constant zeal 
and fidelity in the discharge of all the 
duties pertaining to them. 

‘The rules for the guidauce of the Council 
and its committeesaro suchas to insure care- 
ful supervision of 'l expenditures, and 
Woll matured legisla . a I sball seek, and 
I know that L shall not seek in vain, for 
your hearty co operation in maintaining 
them. 

I have endeavored in this address to 
comply with the statute which imposes up- 
oithe Mayor the daty to *reconimend 
sich measures within the powers of the 
Oouncil as may tend to the improvement of 
the finances, health, cleanliness, comfort 
and ornament of the municipality.” 

As the year progresses, and occasion may 
suggest and warrant, I shall (quoting the 
words of the statute) ** communicate from 
time to time with the Council.” 

In conclusion Il wish to assy that yoy 
may, coilectively and individually, com- 
inand my services at any time on behalf of 
the city, and T invite you to seek from me 
any knowledge that I cau impart, aud con- 
sult with meon any matter in 
which my judyment and advice 
deemed desirable.

tle. His wishes were_carried out to the 
letter by Donald Ross, of the firm of Ross 
& Hewlett. 

Frederick was well known Seattle, 
where he resided for many years and en- 
gagod in the commission business. He 
leaves « widew and two sons, one of the 
latter occupying the position of cashier in 
the Seattle National Bank. Of late 
Frederick had suffered from“a malady 
which necessitated a severe surgical oper- 
ation. Hecame to’this city and entered 
the Lane Hospital. The surgeons told 
him that his chances of recovery from the 
operation were small, but without it death 
was certain, 

Frederick decided{to undergo the oper- 
ation, and Thursday was fixed as the date. 
Last Wednesday afternoon he visited an 
undertaking establishment and selected a 
$35 coffin, which he said was ‘‘ enough 
money to spend on 4 corpse.” He then 
struck a bargain on the cost of embalming, 
and paid the bill, with the understanding 
that the money would be refunded in case 
he recovered from the operation. After- 
wards Frederick visited the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company’s Office and enquired 
as to the rates of transportation. A neat 
memorandum of the whole transaction was 
then placed inthe hands of his friend, 
Donald Ross. 

The operation was performed and 
Frederick died from the effects on Monday. 
His body was embalmed by the under- 
taker, placed in the cheap coftin and for- 
warded yesterday to Seattle for interment.

The 
case Was before the Exchequer Court 
some time ago, when judgment was 
given for $57,000, but it was sent back 
by the present Government for de- 
cision on certain legal questions re- 
served. In his judgment to-day Jus- 
tice Burbidge decides against Mr. 
Goodwin, Judge Burbidge points out 
that the engineer’s certificate did 
state that the work was done to 
satisfaction of ‘ engineer 
charge. Eyidence was proaucea 
show that the work was done to tne 
engineer's satisfaction, In his own 
opinion, the judge said that the work 
Was done to the satisfaction of the 
engineer, In the case of Murray v. the 
Queen, however, the Supreme Court 
expressed the opinion that a certificate 
Was not valid, because it did not’stace 
that the work was done to the satis- 
faction of the engineer, The case, 
therefore, was not before him on us 
merits. Under section 33 of tne con- 
tract it was provided thata aispute be 
referred to the Exchequer Court, and 
therefore It was referred to him un- 
der that clause, That being the case, 
he had to decide against the contrac- 
tor.. df it were before him on its 
merits he would have decided that the 
contractor Was Hable to recover, The 
decision reverses the judge's previous 
decision,

The Canadian Government Interfered 
With Their Birboric Orgies and 


Trouble is Threatened. 

Victoria, B.C,, Jan. L.—Edward Wll- 
gon of Mudge, on the northern 
coast of the province, arrive! in the 
city last night to seek the help of tiie 





Cape 


Indian Department to avoid a threat 
ened uprising of the natives, The 
trouble is caused by the determina- 


tion of the Government to put down 
the disgusting custom of “potlaches.”’ 
These poUach gatherings of the In- 
dians are held in the winter after their 
return from fishing and hunting, and 
are relics of the barbaric rites that the 
authorities had not interfered with un- 


Uly strongly urged to do so by the 
missionaries, 

At these feasts the young braves 
torture themselves in various ways, 


and one feature is the tearing up of a 
live dog with thelr teeth and devour- 
ing the reeking flesh. The Cape Mudge 
Indians refuse to desist, und Chief 
Moon recently issued invitations for a 
big potlach. 

Constable Manson of Cortez Island 
last Tuesday arrested Chief Moon and 
his son and the tribesmen, who were 
wildly excited, flocked to the landing 
place as the prisoners were being tak: 
en away and rescued the chief, the 
constable, with the assistance of some 


determined white men, managing to 
hustle the son into a boat and carry 
him away. 

The Indians, furious at this inter- 
ference with their orgies, called a 
gathering of the tribe and moecicine 
men, and, though some older heads 
counselled peace, the younger bloods 
have spread the news abroad among 


the coast tribes, and they are flocking 
to Cape Mudge armed and determined 
to hold a potlach in spite of eyery- 
thing, 

White settlers on the coast near that 
section are few, and grave fears are 
entertained that, once maddened with 
whisky, the Indians will break loose 
and a massacre of the whites will re- 
sult. 

All warships are At present away, 
but there is a company of regulars at 
the fort, and a company of m litla 
here and at Vancouver, which are en- 
ough to send to the scene if the situa- 
tion continues as threatening as at 
present. 

The flagship Imperieuse Is north of 
Vancouver Island now, and can be 
summoned in short order, However, 
it is likely that a number of the Pro- 
vinclal police force, well armed, will 
be despatched to Cape Mudge as a pre- 
caution before the troops are ordered 
out.

possibility, but precludes those fears 
and rumors of war, which of them- 
Belves too often assume the propor- 
tions of a national! disaster. It is emi- 
nently fitting, as well as fortunate, 
that the attempt to accomphish re- 
sults so beneficial should be initiated 
by kindred peoples, speaking tne sume 
tongue and joined together by all the 
ties of common traditions, common in- 
stitutions and common aspirations. 
The experiment of substituting civiliz- 
ed methods for brute force as the 
means of settiing international ques 
tions of right will thus be tried under 
the happlest auspices. Its Success ought 
not to be doubtful, and the fact that 
its ultimate ensuing benefita are not 
likely to be limited to the two countries 
immediately concerned should cause it 
to be promofed all the more eagerly. 
The example set and the leswon fur- 
nished by the successful operation of 
this treaty are sure to be felt and 
taken to heart sooner or ater by other 
nations, and will thue mark the be- 
pinning of a new epoch in oalviliza- 
tion.

BRITISHERS MASSACRED, 


4 Peaceful Expedition Proceeding Up the 
Henin River, Upper Guinca, 
Kllicd toa Man 


London, Jan, 1L—A despatch from 
Bonny, on the coast of Upper Guinea, 
reports the massacre of all the mem- 


bers of a peaceable British expedition, 
which left the coast about Jan. 1, in: 
tending to proceed to Benin City, on 
the Benin River, by way of Supele. 
The expedition consisted of Acting 
Consul-General Phillips, Major Cop- 
land Crawford, Capt. Boisragon, who 
was commandant of the force of the 
Niger Coast protectorate ; Capt. Mal- 
ing, belonging to the same force;

TRY IT. 
Many Useful Hints Are Here Given in 
Short Paragraphe. 

A handful of hops In the brine in 
which hams and bacon are pickled 
adds to the flavor of the meat and 
keeps the brine sweet, 

To clean a sewing machine cover ull 
the bearings with kerosene, run the 
machine rapidly a few minutes, then 
with a soft cloth remove all the kero- 
sene and apply machine oll, 

Wash silver that is not in daily use 


in soapy wipe and dry a few 
minutes in a Warm oven, then wrap in 
tisue paper, Do not allow one piece 
to touch another Place tissue paper 
between. Put the teaspoons and other 
small pleces In a quart can and her- 
metlcally seal, Put knives, forks and 
tablespoons In a two-quart can. They 
will not tarnish, and will require no 
polishing when wanted for use. 

Keep a box of powdered borax near 
the work table, add a little to the 
water in which the dish towels and 
dish cloths are washed, They will 
wash easier, keep sweet longer, and 
the borax will ald in keeping the hands 
wolt. 

To remove iron rust spots in the 
absence of sunshine, soap them well, 
place a wet cloth on a very hot iron; 
When the steam rises lay the spots on 
the cloth and immediately rub with 
a crystal of oxalic acid, er a damp 
cloth dipped in powdered crystals. 
When the spots have disappeared, 
Wash at once in several waters, Guard 
the acid well, as it is a deadly poison, 

Use carron oll for burns. It is made 
of equal parts of lime water and lin- 
seed oil. Drop a quantity of stone lime 
into water, stir well, let settle and pour 
om the top. When mixed with the oil 
shake well before applying. 

Put a tiny bottle of flaxseed in the 
traveling bag. Should a cinder be 
blown into the eye, a flaxseed will s00n 
find it, and may save a great deal of 
pain and an Inflamed eye. 

At this season of the year close the 
mouth om going into the open air from 
a Warm or crowded room. If this were 
generally practiced colds and pneu- 
monia would be less prevalent, 

A two-quart can of boiling water Is 
an excellent foot warmer if encased in 
a little flannel bag. It can be rolled 
about easily, and is of easy application 
Where dry heat is to be used to relieve 
pain. 

Use a candle in the sick room in place 
of the kerosene lamp which emits a dis- 
agreeable odor when turned low. A 
small, steady light may be secured by 
placing finely powdered salt on the 
wick until the charred part is reached. 

To remove mildew from white cloth 
in the absence of sunshine, dip in a 
hot solution of a teaspoonful of chlo- 
ride of lime in a quart of water, As 
soon as the spots disappear wash thor- 
oughly in warm water. 

Brighten the colors in a carpet by 
sweeping it with a broom dipped in salt 
and water, shaking well to remove all 
surplus water. The broom should be 
damp, not wet. Use damp earth to re- 
move the dust when carpets are lifted. 

Before broiling steak open all the 
drafts to make the coals bright and 
clear, Hold the mest cw minutes 
at first, close to the glowing coals, then 
turn; this will seal the juices, when it 
may be finished at a distance of sey- 
eral inches above the coals. From a 
broiled steak little or no julce should 
escape. x 

A dress wern on the street, in a 
crowded railway or trolley car, should 
be well bruslied and aired before being 
consigned to a clothes press. This is a 
hygienic as well as an economic mea- 
sure, 

To every fifteen pounds of sausage 
meat add with the usual seasoning 2 
tablespoonful of ginger, It will aid di- 
gestion and prevent the unpleasant 
sensation experienced by many persons 
after eating highly seasoned meat, 

Fruit brought from a cellar to be eat- 
en unpared should be rubbed vigorous- 
ly with a damp cloth to remove the 
invisible germs or bacteria which flour- 
ish in a damp, close atmosphere, 

An ounce of carbolic acid in paste 
will check the ravages of vermin which 
infest papered walls. A little carbolic 
acid used in cellar whitewash will pre- 
vent the unpleasant flavor which is 
apt to impregnate milk, meat and other 
edibles when kept in a close under- 
ground room, 

Clean finger marks from painted 
Walls with a damp cloth dipped in 
whiting. Rub discolorations caused by 
scratching matches with a cut lemon, 
followed by the damp cloth dipped in 
whiting, 

Sprinkle coal liberally with salt, as it 
is put into the stove or furnace; it will 
burn more evenly, last jionger, and 
there will be fewer clinkers,—Sara EB.

Not only 
do they cause putrefaction and fermen- 
tation In the widest sense, but 
specimens produce disease in both man 
and animals, These organisms have 
perfectly definite lives, combining the 
functions of vegetable life as well as 
those of animals, Thelr wonderful 
lives, though of but a minute's dura- 
tion, their appearance and the methods 
by which they multiply are popularly 
described in a paper published in the 
Journal of the Franklin Institute, in 
which it is stated that, though the hu- 
man population of the globe is immense.

host that would equal it. The forma- 
lions these organisms exhibit give rise 
to their name, as a coccus, or a circu- 
lar or egg-shaped cell. Organisms of 
this kind are found detached, in 
Pairs, fours, packets and strings. A 
rod-shaped organism, having two par- 
allel sides, is termed either a becteri- 
um or a bacillus, Formerly the very 
short rods, such, for example, as those 
whose lengths do not exceed twice their 
breadth, were termed bacterlae, and 
those of greater proportionate length 
bacilli; but the two varieties are now 
frequently classed under the latter 
head, leaving the term bacteriae free 
as a generad name for the schizomy- 
cetes, or the lowest sub-division of the 
vegetable world, (n which they are 
known as a vibrio, and if of the cork- 
screw shape, a spirillum, while, if 
lengthened into a thread or filament, it 
Is spoken of as a leptothrix form, which 
may be either straight, wavy or looped, 
the leptothrix itself being straight and 
showing a distinction between base and 
apex. 

Very frequently, though not invari- 
ably, bacteria exhibit the power of 
spontaneous movement, in some cases 
spinning round or darting forward 
with great rapidity, on others gently 
undulating and in others again moving 
with either a tremulous or gentle sinu- 
ous motion. In many instances they 
are provided with vibratile lashes or 
flagellae, by the action of which the 
movement is clearly produced. 

Bacteria multiply by fusion and by 
the formation of endospores, the organ- 
ism in the latter case showing a highly 
refractory speck, which gradually en- 
larges, takes a circular or oval form, 
and eventually appears to absorb the 
whole contents of the original cell. 

The life history of a large number of 
bacteria may be very aptly illustrated 
by that of the tiny Monas Dallingeri, 
which, measured cubically, is the sev- 
enty-thousand-millionth of a cubic 
inch. It is a long oval, with one motile 
fiber. The egg-like body is clear, and 
to our means of analysis structureless; 
in the minutest speck of liquid thou- 
sands may be present, Their motion is 
quick, definite and graceful, While in 
full motion a change of form which is 
somewhat uncertain takes place in 
from a minute to ninety seconds, and 
then the motion becomes slower, the 
flagellum or motile fiber becomes slug- 
gish in its movement and falls off. We 
then have a still fattened globule. In a 
few seconds there appears in it sud- 
denly and vividly a white cross, form- 
ing two diameters at right angles. Al- 
most immediately after, another cross 
appears, so placed in relation to the 
first that they together constitute eight 
radii proceeding from a common centre. 
This complete, the whole interior sub- 
stance of the living atom is in a state 
of movement, which results in its be- 
ing broken up into a large number of 
bodies that glide for some minutes over 
each other, but retain as a mass the 
globular shape, This suddenly breaks 
up and sets free a large number, usu- 
ally 36, relatively small forms, exactly 
like the original body, of which they 
are now independent living parts—the 
thirty-sixth part, in fact—of the primal 
organism, But they are intensely 1c- 
tive, and as they absorb and digest 
everywhere, and live in their own food, 
they rapidly reach the normal full- 
grown size; but no sooner is this done 
than each of these goes again through 
the same process, and thus the organ- 
ism multiplies by this means alone in 
a ratio that is simply astounding, 

But another method is forever at 
work. When self-division has proceed- 
ed for a given time, varying with the 
species, but always regular in the same 
species, a marked change takes place 
In the final fissions; that is, if ‘¢ 
follow a dividing nomad when the first 
division is effected we can only study 
one of the divided organisms, the others 
being free to depart in different ulrec- 
tlons, each one dividing again, But 
it is only possible to keep one under 
observation, and when it divides again 
only one of the sub-divisions can be 
studied, and so on, But when we reach 
the last act of fission a change takes 
place. It does not proceed to divide 
again, but it becomes more or less un- 
like the normal form, according to the 
species, In the case of the Monas Dal- 
lingerl it grows larger, and the front 
part of its oval body becomes sparsely 
granular, It swims with great rapidity, 
and goes almost immediately into the 
midst of a group of the ordinary forms 
One of these becomes attached to It, 
and the two swim together, their Na- 
cella moving in concert, But it is soon 
manifest that the substance of the 
smaller form ts melting into the larger, 
until in a short time they become 1s

City Council—Qualification of 
Aldermen,

Deans I noticed a communication in 
your local contemporary, “the Ontario,” of 
Saturday last, signed by “Stuck fast in 
Belleville.” Ido not wish to quarrel with 
the writer about his “nom de plume,” but 
must say that Ido not like the sentiment 
which may be Implied from the use of such 
a phrase. A groat deal of the letter savor- 
ed of plain talk and common sense, but a 
portion of it ls not in acoord with the facts. 
I take issue with the writer as to the reck- 
lessness of the expenditure of the City 
Council for the last year. The writer has 
only made a statement and has not adduced 
any proof or corroboration to warrant him 
In making such a charge as he does against 
the late Council of the city, The deficit, if 
there be one, ix not entirely of last year’s 
Council or the year before, but is an ac- 
cumulation of a number of years, as the 
accounts would show upon careful perusal 
and investigation. 

Will the rate have to be iocreased this 
year? The plain and honest answer is, 
yes ; providing the controllable expenditure 
remains the same as last year. The uncon- 
trollable expenditure for next year has 
been slightly decreased. But the machin- 
ery it takes to run this city properly is 
quite sufficient for a town twice the size of 
Belleyille, hence the great burden thrown 
on the tax payer of to-day. The people 
have voted for areduction in the number of 
Wards and carried the question by a large 
majority. It now becomes incumbent up- 
on the leader of the Council to give notice 
of motion for the carrying out of the wish 
of the people, and also to prepare and have 
passed by the Council the necessary by-law, 
g the number of Wards to four, and

It will have the tendency of briag- 
ing out our most uctive business men to

Alderman. I have heard some com- 
plaint about the non-qualification 
of some of the Aldermen, and I

tenant? I cannot say, butit hardly looks 
probable or possible. An investigation 
should be made in this case. Then as to the 
qualification of Alderman Camer( n Brown, 
he is tenant of a property on the east side 
of Albert street in Samson Ward assessed 
for $1500, I understand his lease is for more 
than a year and therefore no exception 
could be taken as to the leasehold interest, 
but the property he occupies should be 
asscssed for two thousand dollars ormore be- 
fore ip gives qualification under the statute, 
In addition to this assessment, Mr. Brown's 
name appears on the roll for Ketcheson 
Ward as Editor for the Belleville Sun 
Printing and Publishing Oo. (Ltd,); also the 
names of S. A. Lazier, President: R, J. 
Graham, YVice:President, and Henry 
Pringle, Secy.-Trvas, I am informed that 
the company are tenants of the premises 
and not these individuals, and so tc would 
appear from the assessment roll. Surely 
Mr, Brown does not contend that he has an 
equitable interest in a FORDey of this kind. 
I have heard that Mr, Brown has bad legal 
advice on the question of his qualification, 
Where did he get it? Did he lay the facts 
fully before his counsel or adviser? How 
long does he propose to stay in town? Some 
of these questions may sound impertinent 
to Mr. Brown, but they are very pertinent 
tothe taxpayers of this city. There are 
several other persons in the Counclt whose 
property qualification is exceedingly close 
to the minimum statutory qualitication. 
The people of the city are to blame a grent 
deal for their carelessness in yoting for aud 
sending men to the Council who are so 
slightly concerned in the payment of taxes. 

An Inyectigation should be held and a 
Citizens’ Committee formed to push these 
questions of qualification before the courts, 
so that persons off at themselves for 
the public suffrage should take heed upon 
what they enter, x

The new quarantine regulations as 
arranged between Mr. Sydney Fisher, 
Minister of Agriculture, and J, Ster- 
ling Morton, American Secretary of 
Agriculture, are to be given imme- 
diate effect.

A Cavadian Company Muleted tn $10,000 
in a New York Case, 


New York, Jan, 12.—The trial of the 
suit brought by J. H. Mohiman & 
Company, wholesale grocers, against 
the Western Assurance Company of 
Toronto, Canada, in the United States 
Circuit Court, ended to-day. The de- 
mand of the plaintiffs was for $10,000, 
the amount of a policy issued by the 
defendants upon the stock In the build- 
ing on North Moore-street, which was 
destroyed on the night of April 29, 
1896, The issue in the case was whe- 
ther the building collapsed as a result 
of fire or caught fire after it had fall- 
en.---The company refused to pay the 
policy on the ground that under a 
clause in the policy the-collapse of a 
building from other causes~than fire 
rendered it not responsible for any_re- 
sulting loss. The jury returned with 
@ verdict for the full amount demand- 
ed by the plaintiffs.

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A MOVING STAIRWAY. 


A RECENT INVENTION IN THE MCIDE 
OF LOCOMOTION. 


How the Novel Arrangement In Con- 
atructed, and How It Feels to Move 
Incline at the Rate of About 


80 Foot Per Minute, 


Up an 


A recent invention which will act as 
an auxiliary to the elevator and ma- 
terlally conduce to the comfort of those 
who have to climb stairs in such places 
as clevated railway stations and public 
buildings, ig described in a recent is- 
sue of the Blectfical World, It is In 
effect a continuously moving inclined 
plane and has been successfully put In 
operation at the old Iron Plier at Coney 
Island, where it proved a success last 
summer. 

The moving incline upon which the 
passengers step is practically an end- 
less iron link belt of special construc- 
tion passing around pairs of sprocket 
wheels at the top and bottom of the 
machine. The surface upon which tho 
feet of the passengers rest consists of 
a series of longitudinal ridges having 
a corrugated upper surface which sup- 
ports the feet comfortably and secure- 
ly. In ascending, as the passengers 
reach the upper end, their feet are 
slid upon a comb-like landing, -while 
the ridges pass between its teeth, 80 
that it is not necessary for the person 
to step off at this point. It is stated 
that there is no danger whatever of 
being caught at the landing, and to 
test this feature cotton waste rags 
thrown upon the moving incline were 
deposited upon the comb landing with- 
out becoming entangled. 

The incline has a speed of about 80 
feet per minute and the hand rail is 
movable at the same speed as the In- 
cline itself. The hand rail consists of 
an endless chain passing over sprocket 
wheels at both ends and concealed in 
the casings. At the top of the links 
of the sprocket chain is riveted a mold-

ed rubber cover which presents a com- 
fortable hold for the hand and makes 
i- impossible for the fingers to rub 


against any of the stationary pants. 


The elevator carried about 3000 pas- 
sengers per hour, taking 2 1-2 horse 
power for the work, while when run- 
load about one- 
consumed. 
By using a motor running at-a speed 
of 600 revolutions per minute directly 
connected to the usual form of worm |. 
gearing it was found ‘to be a simple 
matter to attain a speed at the driv- 
ing-shaft of about 15 revolutions per 
minute, thus providing a very simple 
mechanical construction, positive in its 
action and almost noljseleas, The eleva- 
tor Is under perfect control, and can

With such a device as this in opera- 
tion the second floors of many stores 
could be rendered avatlable for bust- 
ness purposes which are not now used 
on account of the necessity to climb 
stairs.

That Treuble Between the Grand Trunk 
and Ottawa, Ariprior and Parry 
Sound Hallway Discussed. 
Ottawa, Jan. 13.—(Special.)—The 
Citizen takes The Mall pretty sharply 
to task over the Scotia Junction mat- 
ter, After pointing out that the Parry 
Sound Railway is not in fault, but 
that the Grand Trunk is solely to 
blame for the existing difficulty, it 
cays: ‘“Dhere are two points In issue:

Edgar of New York, Mrs, Bonaparte 
is descended from Daniel Webster, 

Colonel Jerome Bonaparte was the 
giandson of the famous Madame Bona- 
Parte, Whose marriage to the brother 
Napoleon was one of the most 
romantic events in the history of early 
days in American society, As Miss 
Elizabeth Patterson, the daughter of 
& wealthy merchant of Baltimore, she 
was one of the belles and beauties of 
the day, her loveliness of person being 
retained till her dying day. She was 
born in 1785, and was in the height 
of her fame as one of the most beauti!- 
ful women in the world, when Jerome 
Bonaparte came on a visit to this coun- 
try. While attending the races near 
the clty he met Miss Patterson, and 
very soon fell a victim to her charms. 
In a short time the young people be- 
came engaged.

cool and excellent sense, did not ap- 
prove of the marriage, but to all his 
remonstrances she turned a deaf ear, 
asserting she “would rather be the 
wife of Jerome Bonaparte for an hour 
than the wife of any other man for 
a life,” On the eve of Christmas, 1803, 
the wedding took place at the Cathe- 
dral in Baltimore, Rey. John Carroll, 
Bishop of Maryland, officiating. 

The young couple spent some time 
traveling through the United States, 
and were the recipients of much so- 
clal attention in the cities. Mr, Pat- 
terson took immediate steps to have 
the marriage made public in France, 
so that its legality would not be ques- 
tioned, but Napoleon, who was raised 
to the throne when he heard the news, 
was in a rage at his brother for daring 
to marry against his will, and a wo- 
man who bore no title to aid the new- 
ly-made Emperor in his schemes, He 
sent word to young Jerome ‘that all 
would be forgiven if he ‘would leave 
that young person Mm America,”’ and 
return to France. He also asserted 
that the marriage of Jerome, without 
his consent, was not a legal one. 

Jerome refused to obey his Imperi- 
ous brother. Napoleon wrote at once 
to the Pope to have the marriage de- 
elared invalid, but recelved from the 
Pontiff a letter asserting that there 
Were no grounds to find the bond other 
than a legally binding one, and that 
{t would be so recognized by the 
Church, Deeming it best to settle mat- 
ters, Jerome sailed from Baltimage, 
having his bride with him, but as they 
reached the shores of the Old World, 
Mme, Bonaparte found that Napoleon 
was determined that she should not 
land. Jerome went at once to his 
brother, but the wife sought In vain 
for an asylum untill she found It in 
England, Finding that Jerome would 
not accede to his wishes, Napoleon re- 
fused to allow him to enter the royal 
presence. 

It was the desire of Napoleon that 
his brothers shoull contract mar- 
riagea with the daughters of crowned 
and his efforts to persuade 
to abandon his young Amert- 
at last successful, The 
marriage was declnred to be Mlegal, 
and Jerome, forsaking hia bride, was 
married to the daurchter of the King 
of Wurtemburge. Mme. Bonaparte, who 
Was In Lomdon, wave birth at this thmne 
to a son, whom she named Jerome. 

The deserted woman returned at 
once toherold hometin Baltimore, but 
after the fall of Napoleon went to 
vielt again the O14 World she 
had formerly met such a and fate.

ready claimed two historic taverns-- 
the George IV. and the Black Jack— 
and the last of the old bulk shops. 
Though the loss of all these assocla- 
tipns is a matter for much regret, it 
cannot be doubted that the clearing 
of this squalid and congested con- 
geries of byways will be a very real 
improvement. 

There is the usual difference of opin- 
jon as to he actual building which 
Dickens had in his mind's eye when 
he wrote “The Old Curlosity Shop.” 
The novel Mself does not give any 
trustworthy clew, and the distinction 
has been claimed for 24 Fetter lane, 
which was pulled down early in 1891. 
The preponderance of opinion Inclines 
to Portsmouth-street, which is a neigh- 
borhood replete with associations of 
Dickens. 

The street, which originally hore the 
queer name of Louches Building, takes 
its present naime from Portsmouth 
House, bullt by Inigo Jones for the Ear! 
of Portsmouth, the front of which is 
still standing, but the interior has been 
entirely transformed to meet the re- 
quirements of modern days. The quaint 
old house we illustrate is belleved to 
be the remnant of the dairy-house of 
Louise de Kerhouel, Duchess of Ports- 
mouth, the ‘baby-faced”"’ beauty, who 
so long held the ‘toosusceptible Charles 
Il. im thrall. Thus, the name of the 
street is sometimes derived from the 
duchess rather than the earl, 


M- MASSENET. 


The Leading Composer of France Who Is 
Coming to Awerica. 


Jules Massenet, the leading composer 
of France, who has decided to come to 
America and spend the remainder of 
his life, is the successor of Gounod and 
Ambroise Thomas, and is, indeed, a pu- 
pil of the latter named master. He is 
principally known for his operas, the 
chief of which “Manon,” is familar to 
lovers of grand opera in America. With 
Massenet permanently residing in the 
United States Americans will have the 
advantage of bis personal] leadership 
in the production of his operas. Ten- 
der and melodious as is “Manon,” it 
does not greatly overshadow his other 
operas in gramdeur and tendermess 
His versatility is shown plentifuy in 
“Rol de Lahore,” ‘Le Mage” and “La 
Cid.” In addition to the works men- 
tined above Massenet has written the 
cantatas called “Eve, & Mystery,” 
“Mary Magdalene,” and “The Virgin.” 
Massenet’s forte is in the musical por 
trayal of passion, and the salient quali- 
ty of his operatic works appears in his 
religious music, which is of the ecstalle 
kind. Massenet at 11 entered the con- 
servatory under Bazin, who advised 
him to stop the study of music and 
dismissed him from his class. A few 
years later Reber thought so well of 
him as to commend him to Thomas,

The Great Famines of History. 

The threatened famine in India re- 
calls others that have occurred within 
historic times. In Britain in 27? the 
people were forced to cat the bark of 
trees, Again, in 310, 40,000 died through 
starvation in the same country. In 
Italy, in 450, parents ate their chiddren. 
In England, in 1316, the people de- 
voured the flesh of horses, dogs, cats 
and vermin. At Cape Verd, tn 1775, 
16,000 people starved to death, India 
hax had many great famines, In 1837- 
88, 80,000 perighed; in 1860-1,many thou- 
sands more; in Bengal and Orissa, in 
1865-6, the deaths from starvation ag- 
gregated 1,000,000; In Rajpoatana, ete,, 
in 1868-9, the deaths were 1,500,000, and 
in 1877 about 600,000 perished in Bom- 
bay, Mndras, Mysore, etc,, In the same 
year the famine in Northern Cuba was 
wo great that 9,600,000 are said to have 
perished,

Senor Queseda to-day received @ 
letter from President Salvador Cla 
neros of the Republic of Cuba, dated 
Cubita, Dee. 24. He said he was pre- 
paring an appeal, In which the Gov- 
ernment of the Cuban republic would 
ask for the recognition of the inde- 
pendence of the Island 

Preskient Cizneros al sald that 
their condition was moat prosperous, 


and if they had an abundance of mu- 
nitions of war, not only o rifles, but 
of cannon and dynamite cannon, rail- 
roids would be destroyed, and all the 


few remaining garrisoned towns in 
the interlor would be abandoned by 
the Spanish, who would be reduced 
to the coust. President Cizneros con- 
cluded that he .expected to receive 
very soon the desired materials of 
war from abroad which will enable 
the Cubans to drive the Spanish to 
the sea, and then the Cubans would 


bid the enemy a last good-bye, 





Change of Miulstry Wanted 
New York, Jan. 14—The Herald's 
Washington special says ; The so- 


lution of the Cuban problem depends 
upon a change of Ministry at Madrid, 
This is becommg the conviction of 
Administration officials here. As anxi- 
ous a8 the President and Secretary 
Olney are lo see a peaceful settlement 
of the troublesome matter before they 
&0 out of office, they greatly fear that 
the present Ministry of Spain will not 
grant a sufficiently liberal concession 
to permit the ts to lay down 
their arms. 





Culon General Arrested. 

New York, Jan. 4.—Gen. Carlos Ro- 
loff, Secretary of War of the Cuban 
Republic, was arrested last night on 
& Warrant sworn out by the Spanisb 
Consul, in which the general is charg- 
ed with violation of the neutrality 
laws in connection with an alleged 
filibustering expedition to Cuba on the 
Steamer Woodall on June 28, 1895, 

Gen. Rolof! was locked up in Lud- 
low-street jail over night, and was 
brought before Commissioner Shields 
this morning. 

Gen, Roloff is already under indict- 
ment and awaiting trial for an alleged 
participation in a filibustering expe- 
dition on the steamer Laurada. 

On being arraigned Roloff pleaded 
not guilty, and he was held in $2500 
bail for examination. 





ils Life in Chains. 

Havana, Jan, 14.—At 12.30 p.m, to- 
day the sentence was read in the case 
of Louis Someillan, the naturalized 
American citizen who has been found 
guilty of conspiring against the Span- 
ish Government. The sentence of 
the tribunal before which he was tried 
is that he be imprisoned for life in 
chains, Someillan's lawyer will ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court at Madrid 
against the decision of the Havana 
tribunal. 





Sitrmishing Geing On, 

Hayana, Jan. 14.—Official reports 
continue to be received here detailing 
skirmishes in varlous parts of the is- 
land, and destruction by the troops 
of large numbers of huts, infirmaries, 
tents, etc., and the capture of quan- 
tities of provisions and munitions of 
War, The ubsropate losses of the 
rebels in these skirmishes in the Pro- 
yinces of Matanzas, Havana and Pinar 
Del Rio were 64 Killed, nine wounded 
and 18 taken prisoners. In the Pro- 
vince of Pinar Del Rio alone four 
camps, with 400 huts, were destroyed 
by the troops, The aggregate Span- 
ish loss was two men killed and one 
officer and 51 privates wounded. 





Bringing in a Prize. 

New York, Jan 14.—The Journal has 
the following from Jacksonville, Flori- 
da: A large steamer has just been 
fired upon by the United States ship 
Dolphin. Officers have been placed on 
board. It is charged that she was 
ilibustering. She was believed to 
intend delivering arms and ammuni- 
tion to the Cuban rebels. The seized 
vessel is the Clyde line steamer Dela- 
ware, A large launch was also selz- 
ed. The name and owner of the 
launch are unknown. She was lying 
alongside the Delaware at the time, 
The bellef here is that she was tak- 
ing arms off the steamer. The cap- 
tain of the steamer Delaware is In- 
gram, but as yet no one has got his 
statement The steamship Delaware, 
Captain Ingram, came from Boston. 
The peizure was made at Mayport, at 
the mouth of the St. John’s. Kiver. 

The launch would haye escaped, but 
the Dolphin fired on the fleeing ves- 
sels with her bow-chaser. Both ves- 
sels then gave up, and signified a sur- 


render, Prize crews were put aboard 
the steamer ard the launch, 
It is sald nothing suspiclous was 


found on either vessel.

system of improvement,

Gladstone. His unfailing tact and 
courtesy toward all with whom he 
caine in contact during his Stay in 
England made a most favorable im- 
pression, and he will without doubt be 
received in London as the Minister of 
the Chinese Emperor with good feel- 
Ing and personal regard manifested on 
all sides, 


A PRINCE IN DISGUISE. 


Prince Auorsperg Studying in New York 
to Boneflt Mankind. 


Franz Maria Johann Josef, Prince 
Auersperg, is a member of the fresh- 
man class at the Long Island College 
Hospital. The Prince was born on De- 
cember 11, 1869, He only needed to be 
born a few years sooner to become the 
chief of the princely house of Auersperg, 
With the additional titles and revenues 
of Duke of Gottschee, Munsterberg and 
Frankenstein and Count of Wels, to 
say nothing of being a member of the 
Austrian House of Lords. But all these 
honors fell to the lot of Franz Maria 
Johann Joset’s big brother, and he him- 
self was doomed to spend his life in 
the unenviable capacity of a “younger 
brother.” He is, however, the brother

TWO OFFICERS ESCAPED, 








Capt, Bolsragon and Consular Oficer Locke 
Got Away From the Benin Tribe. 


London, Jan. 15.—Despatches receiv- 
ed at the Foreign Office this morning 
say that Captain Boisragon of the 
Niger Coast force and Consular Offi- 
cer locke, who were of the British 
Commercial Expedition, recently mas- 
sacred by wild tribesmen in the terri- 
tory of the King of Benin and were 
supposed to have perished with the 
others, have arrived at New Benin 
wounded and exhausted. They suc- 
ceeded in escaping from the onslaught 
of the natives, and wandered in the 
bush for a week before reaching New 


Benin. All of the others of the party, 
Consul Philips, Consular Officer 
Campbell, Major Crawford, Captain 


Maling, Dr. Elliott, two civillans and 
about 250 Kroomen and native car- 
riers, with the exception of seven 
Kroomen, who made their escape and 
brought the news of the massacre to 
the officials of the Niger protectorate, 
are belleved to have been killed.

CANADA MUST BE FAIR 





According to the Ideas of Vairness Which 
United States Pollticinus Mold— Want 
Our Fisheries Opened, 


Chicago, Jan. 17.—Mr. William 4. 
Curtis wires the following to The 
Record from Washington: 

Chairman Dingley and other mem- 
bers of the Committee on Ways and 
Means have informed the emilssaries 
of the Canadian Goyernment that it 
will be useless for them to enter upon 
negotiations for a reciprocity treaty 
until there has been a change in the 
attitude of Canada toward American 
fishermen, The late Conservative 
Government at Ottawa made it its 
business to worry American fishermen 
in every manner possible. It refused 
to let them enter Canadian ports for 
the purpose of trans-shipping their 
catch to the United States in bond, 
or for buying bait, or providing them- 
Selves with provisions and fuel and 
other necessaries of their occupation, 
unless they paid a tonnage tax of 
$1.50 per ton for the privilege. The 
United States freely grants to Canu- 
dian fishermen in American ports the 
Same privilege that native tishermen 
enjoy, and imposes no tonnage tax 
or other charges, Moreover, the Can- 
adian Government grants similar pri- 
vileges free of charge to the fisher- 
men of France, who make the Mique- 
lon Islands, off Newfoundland, their 
headquarters. American fishermen 
are thus singled out for bad treat- 
ment. It is belleyed that this dis- 
crimation against them was adopted 
in the mistaken bellef that it was 
the best way to compel our Congresy 
reece Canadian fish upon the free 
st. 

There is very little probability of any 
concessions to Canada in the new tar- 
iff bill. The sentiment of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means is decidedly 
against it. On the contrary, It Is 
highly probable that a clause will be 
inserted in the bill now under pre- 
paration entirely prohibiting the im- 
portation of fish, whether of the lakes 
or of the sea, from any country that 
refuses American fishermen the same 
rights of hospitality that are offered 
to the fishermen of other countries 
by the United States. Such a pro- 
vision would compel the Canadians 
to deal with American fishermen in 
a more friendly manner, because the 
United States is the only market for 
the fresh fish caught by Canadians— 
both thelr lake fish and such salt- 
water fish as mackerel, halibut and 
herring. 

The Liberal Government at Ottawa 
has been made aware of the senti- 
ment of the committee, and, as Mr, 
Laurier and his associates have al- 
Ways d®nounced the persecution of 
American fishermen, they wiil doubt- 
less recommend a radical change in 
the policy of their Government when 
the Dominion Parliament meets next 
March. 

Another item of interest to the 
Canadians that may appear in the 
tariff bill is a provision reyoking the 
bonded privilege now enjoyed by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway in trans- 
continental traffic. Under the present 
law the Canadian Pacific Railway 
can load its steamers with tea in 


China and Japan and tranship the: 


cargoes in bond at Vancouver to Chi- 
cago or New York, The Canadian 
Pacific is enabled to carry this tea 
at lower rates than can be afforded 
by American steamship lines and 
railroads because of the heavy subsi- 
dies it receives from the Canadian 
and British Governments, and to per- 
mit that road to enjoy the bonded 
privilege is practically a discriminua- 
tion in our own laws against our 
own transportation lines. Nominally 
the bonded privilege is reciprocal, but 
so far as the transcontinental traffic 
is concerned the United States en- 
joys no benefits whatever,

The Liberal party of Canada had 
Ways favored more Intimate trade re 
lutions with the United States, The 
Conservative party, on the contrary, 
had uniformly been adverse to reci- 
procity except upon unattainable con 
ditions. Now, Canada was govern: 
ed by broader-minded and more liber- 
al men. Hon, Wilfrid Laurier, the 
Premier of Canada, is a man of ad 
vanced views, He is a Liberai of the 
Liberals, His knowledge of American 
iifairs is accurate and extended, and 
he ardently hopes for more intimate 
and friendly business and social re- 
lations between the two countries. 
Canada, said Mr, Charlton, will un- 
questionably attempt in the near fu 
ture to obtain a treaty of reciprocity 
in trade with the United States, a 
treaty that will admit to freedom of 
mutual interchange, all natural pro- 
ducts, and will cover in addition, as 
wide a lst of manufactured articles 
as the establishment of a just equill- 
brium of mutual interests shall re- 
quire. 

When the conditions of trade be 
tween the two countries are carefully 
analyzed, said Mr, Charlton, it will be 
found that the advantages to be d.- 
rived from a free interchange of na- 
tural products are ‘not entirely upon 
the side of Canada. The removal of 
the Canadian duty on Indian corn 
would lead to an enormous consump- 
tion of that grain in Canada for stock 
feeding and other purposes. Amerl- 
can pork would be largely used by Ca- 
nadian lumbermen, if admitted free, 
and the repeal of the Canadian duty 
upon flour and meal would enable the 
United States t. supply Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, and Prince Edward 
Island with breadstuffs, to the exclu: 
sion of Ontario and Manitoba. 

Fresh beef from Chicago packing 
houses would find extensive sale in 
Canadian cities and towns and the re- 
peal of the duty of 60 cents upon bi- 
tuminous coal would crowd out the 
use of Nova Scotia coal in all of 
Canada west of and including Mont , 
real, 

The latest complete Canadian trade 
returns are for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1895, The total export 
of agricultural products to the United 
States for that year was $3,710,000 and 
the total export of animals and their 
products, the product of Canada to 
the United States for the same period 
Was $3,713,000, 

The same year Canada Imported 
from the United States a large quan- 
tity of animal produce and $4,800,000 
of grain, flour, meal, garden seeds and 
broom corn, of which there was enter- 
ed for home consumption $1,700,000, 
This statement of agricultural prov 
ducts does not inelnde raw cotton, 
vegetable fibres or tobacco, The Ca- 
nadian exports of forest products to 
the United States for 1895 amounted 
to $12,482,000, Of this amount over 
$3,250,000 consisted of sawlogs, shing- 
les, bolts, stave bolts and pulpwood 
for American milis, and of tanbark 
and firewood. The entire importa- 
tion of sawn lumber, shingles, laths, 
pickets and palings amounted to 
about seven hundred million feet, 
board measure, or less than 120 of the 
annual lumber product of the United 
States. The same year Canada im- 
ported lumber, timber, shingles and 
other forest products from the United 
States for consumption to the amount 
of $1,550,000. 

As to the evident fear of the Am- 
erican farmer and lumberman that 
the free admission of Canadian farm 
products and lumber will lower prices 
in the United States, Mr, Charlton ex- 
pressed the belief sat these fears 
Were ill-founded. anadian sought 
for free admission under the belief 
that he would receive increase of 
price. But for this belief he would 
be indifferent as tu whether conces 
sions were made or not. The amount 
of lumber or farm products admitted 
free would be so trifling when com- 
pured with the great bulk of Ameri- 
can production, as to be likely to in: 
fluence prices in the United States 
only slightly, if at all. 

To the objection raised that reci- 
procity would make Canada rich, Mr. 
Charlton said that it would meke both 
Canada and the United States richer, 
and that the benefits conferred would 
be mutual, If free Intercourse be- 
tween the States or groups of States, 
such as the eastern, the middle, the 
southern, the western and the Pacific 
sicpe, Was advantageous, the same 
eyetem could be extended with equal 
advantage to the group of States 
known as the Canadian provinces, and 
no influence, natural or geographical, 
would interfere with the harmonious 
operation of the principle case of 
such extension, Canada, he said, 
would gladly meet the United States 
inethe middle of the stream.

Maceo and tis Burial. 


New York, Jan, 18.—A ‘Tribune spe- 
clal from Jacksonville, Fla., «ays: A 
letter was received here on Friday 
from Lieut.-Col, Andre Hernandez, 
now in command of the department of 
the Cuban army encamped near Mar 
Vana, giving the true account of 
Maceo's death and his subsequent 
burial. As he says that he was in 
command of the Cuban detachment 
that recovered the body from Major 
Civujeda’s command, and afterwards 
buried it, his statement should set- 
tle the matter. It 1s dated Jan. 9, 
from the “encampment near Ha- 
vana.” The letter says: “It was on 
Dec. 7 that we suffered a great mis- 
fortune in the tragic death (by am- 
bush) of our leader, Maceo. This is 
the greatest misfortune we have suf- 
fered since the beginning of the war, 
but it only encouraged us to fight the 
harder, and avenge his death. We 
Were encamped near the fight that 
day and heard the firing. Maceo came 
across the trocha unknown to us, with 
but 40 men. More than 1500 Spanish, 
who had been informed of his trip, 
ambushed him. He rode into it, and 
Was shot at the first fire. 

“We heard the firing, and, thinking 
that some of our friends were attack- 
ed by the Spanish guerillas, started 
off at once to their aid, though we 
had but 400 men. When we reached 
the scene of the slaughter it was most 
ly over, and then we were told tuat 
Maceo was dead, and that the enemy 
had his body tied to a horse's tail 
were taking it off. Our men 
were perfectly frantic over the report, 
and begged to be led against the 
Spaniards. We dashed forward with 
drawn machetes, and what a fight it 
was, 


counter was horrible. Our men 
fought to kill, only bent on avenging 
Maceo’s death. Our trusty and sharp 
machetes fell with regularity, and 
think we killed more than 200 of the 
enemy, and, what is more, wa had 
the sconsolation of recovering the 
body of our beloved leader, Maceo. 
The Spaniards fought hard again to 
regain it, charging upon us repeated- 
ly, but our sharp machetes were too 
much for them, and they sullenly re~ 
treated. 

“Our little force suffered terribly. 
Our cavalry, which went,in 80 strong, 
came out with only 22 men, and the 
infantry suffered almost in the same 
proportion. But for all that we were 
consoled by the fact that oux brave 
brothers gave up their lives in a good 
cause, and to save the body of our 
lamented Maceo from the desecration 
that the Spaniards would have inflict- 
ed, 
"We buried the body 
and secure place.

Prime Minister Salisbury said he re- 
gretted Lord Rosebery’s retirement 
from the leadership of the Liberal 
party for the moment. He puid a 
high tribute to Lord Rosebery’s pa- 
triotic policy as shown in his speech 
upon the occasion of his retirement, 
and then proceeded to defend the con- 
sistent policy of the Conservatives. 


The Government, he declared, had not ° 


initiated the anti-Russian policy of 
1878. It was the Crimean War that 
initiated it, but the powers were not 
generally agreed that if reforms were 
not granted in Armenia material pres- 
sure would be applied to the Sultan by 
the rest of Europe. There were but 
Slightly different wordings, he sald, in 
the communications of the powees Ia 
regard to the way it should be done, 
but all of them were convinced that 
unless the Sultan should introduce 
fenuine and effective reforms the 
worst results must fol ow. : 

In regard to the Nile campaign the 
Premier said that Dongola was taken 
because it was on the route to Khar- 
toum, which place must eventually be 
taken from the Dervishes, liv repeat 
ed that it was the intention «f the 
British Government to ve-conquer the 
Soudan for Bgypt. 

In regard to the treaty of arbilra- 
tion just concluded with the United 
States, he said he could not epeak fully 
upon the subject because the ugree- 
ment had not yet been ratified. Still 
he would say that the people niust 
not think that they were living ip We 
millennial dispensation. He hoped, 
however, that something would be 
cone to dimish the risk of war. He 
would not say that the treaty would 
remove the greatest risks of war 
or restrain a Napoleon or a_Bis- 
marck, but the policy with the United 
States was full of an infinite number 
of small differences watch, sometimes 
exaggerated, caused irritation and en- 
mity. The formation of « tribunal of 
arbitration would settle these differ- 
ences, would prevent such and stop the 
two nations who understand cach oth- 
er so well that unless they are frienda 
they are almost certain to be enemies. 

Another advantage would be deriv- 
ed from the treaty in this respect:

The Rossenu Sensation Shows + ome Ugly 
Featurca—James Cooncy Fined 


Rosseau, Ont. Jan, %.—James 
Cooney wae arraigned before Magis- 
trate Matthew Wilson at 2 o'clock to- 
day on the charge of ‘burying his 
father, James Cooney, on Sun- 
day, Jan. 17, secretly and without @ 
burial permit. The magistrate found 
him guilty and imposed a fine of $10 
and costs or 17 days in jail. 

The post mortem examination on 
the body was conducted by Dr. J. P. 
Waddy, and the inquest was commenc- 
ed at 4 o'clock, conducted by Dr. 
Young. The first witness called was 
the constable, J, G. Dixon, who stated 
how the body bad been found and 
the bringing of it to Rosseau. 

The next witness called was the son, 
James Cooney, who gave a rambling 
statement of the death, saying his 
father had been sick since a week ago 
last Saturday and had not been out 
of bed, The only medicine he had 
given him was salts, the only nourish- 
menta little milk and some gruel he 
had made for him. He said he used 
to take any money he could get his 
hands on and frequently took a dollar 
or any change he could, and Saturday, 
the 9th, the first day of his father's 
illness, during his absence from the 
room, he went through his pockets 
and took out 50 cents. He then stated 
his father had died about 10 o’chock 
Sundny morning. About two hours af- 
terwards he picked him up and moved 
him into another room, and then went 
out to dig the grave, carried his father 
out on his back and put him in the 
grave. He did not search the pockets 
at the time of death, but returned on 
Monday to the grave, dug up the body 
and searched for the money, but found 
none. He believed his father had 
aocout $30 on him. On _Sunday he stat- 
ed he would bury his father on Wed- 
nesday, and later on admitted he had 
buried him on Sunday. 

Dr. Waddy was next called. He 
found an injury on the head sufficient 
to cause death; nothing apparently 
diseased in the stomech or bowels, all 
of which were in < caluhy condition; 
found the stomach and bowels empty 
of any food. The cross-examination 
of Dr. Waddy will be taken up at 10 
o'clock to-morrow, The inquest was 
adjourned until then.

The pol Was reported u being, 
when first seen, “mostly penumbral 
the nucleus being small This descrip- 
tion no longer applies to it, It Is rather 
a group of spot enveloped in a pr 
nurmbra i clongated area whi h } 
considerably darker than the general 
surface of the sun—the spot at the 
western extremity of the penumbral 
area being of enormous size, while at 
the other extremity is another well 
developed spot of considerable dimen- 


sions Intervening between these two 
large spots is a sprinkling of smaller 
ones, arranged in two elongated 


groups, two or three of them being of 
no mean dimensions. In advance of 
this extensive group is a third large 
epot, standing In a manner isolated 
from the rest, 

The whole group of spots, the ex- 
treme length of which is fully 130,000 
miles, or one-sixth of the sun's diame 
ter, Is undergoing rapid changes, These 


large spots appear all to have devel- 
oped since the Sth. On the 7th, at 4 
p.m., only one large spot was seen, It 


was the same seen on the following 
morning, but was of a quite different 
ehape. In the penumbral area to the 
east of this were then a dozen or 
twenty small spots of inky blackness, 
but the large one which in the sketch 


here given brings up the rear of the 
group was not noticeably larger than 
the rest, if it existed at all, nor was 


the third large spot, in the van of the 
group, then observed. 

The appearance of so extensive a 
group of spots as this at this time ts 
the more remarkable from the fact 
that the sun passed its “maximum” of 
activity in the sun spot line’ three 
years ago, and Is approaching its mini- 
mum. It seems to indicate that there 
iy something this year unusual in the 
condition of the sun's affairs, which 
very likely affects our weather, though 
in what way no one knows exactly. 
In September last a very similar group 
and one even more extensive, its total 
length being 180,000 miles, was ob 
served. Since that time no very re- 
markable group has been reported un- 
til now. When the September group 
Was crossing the sun’s meridian the 
magnet-indicator of the Greenwich Ob- 
servatory showed a considerable unea- 
siness, although this group was not of 
the type that is usually accompanied 
by magnetic disturbances. Perhaps 
something of the sort will happen on 
this occasion, for one never knows 
what will happen with sun spots, 


Whata sun Spot Is 


A sun spot is now known to be a de- 
pression or opening in the sun's “pho- 
tosphere’’—the dazzling envelope 
Whence radiate the sun's light and 
heat—although only in recent years 
have astronomers been fully agreed 
upon this point. “A well-formed spot,” 
to borrow an excellent dgscription by 
Professor Young, ‘consists, generally 
speaking, of two portions—a very dark, 
irregular, central portion, called the 
umbra, surrounded by a shade or 
fringe, called the penumbra, less dark, 
and for the most part made up of fila- 
ments directed radially inward. The 
appearance of things, under ordinary 
circumstances of seeing, is as if the 
umbra were a hole and the penumbral 
filaments overhung and partly shaded 
it from our view, like bushes at the 
mouth of a cavern. I say ‘as if,” and 
very possibly this is the actual case, 
the central portion being a real cavity 
filed with less luminous matter, and de- 
pressed below the general level of the 
atmosphere, while the penumbra over- 
hangs the edge.” 

Sun spots vary greatly in size from 
those which are scarcely visible in a 
large telescope to immense blotches 
covering millions of square miles of 
the sun's surface, and visible to the 
naked eye. They are in a state of con- 
tinual change, both as to form and de- 
tails of structure, the changes occur- 
ring at times with such rapidity as to 
baffle the attempts of even an expert 
draughtsman to keep pace with them. 

The theory of the formation of these 
spots now most in favor is that they 
are caused by a “‘down-ru8h" of com- 
paratively cool gases, which, haying 
Issued from the sun's interior—its 
Whole mass being, according to the 
now generally accepted view, gaseous 
—have become cooled by contact with 
the cold outer space and descend in 
a mass through the photosphere, with 
a mighty splash, partially exUngulsh- 
ing its intense light by their absorp- 
tive action, and, perhaps, carrying 
down portions of this envelope with 
them. The spots are evidence, at any 
rate, of local disturbances of great 
violence—solar storms, which may be 
likened to our terrestrial cyclones, al- 
though quite different from them In 
their cause and manner of action. 

A close relation between sun spots, 
auroras and the dally oscillations of the 
magnetic needle was brought out some 
forty years ago by the discovery re- 
sulting from a long series of observa- 
tions of these phenomena, that they 
agree in having each a well-marked 
cycle of about eleven years, and that 
these cycles are very nearly ooincti- 
dent with one another, There are 
years in which the sun is remarkably 
quiescent, so far as the outbreak of 
spots is concerned. For days at a 
time its face will be found without @ 
blemish, and during this time auroras 
are seldom seen, and no great dis 
turbance takes place in terrestrial 
magnetiam. In the succeding year 
spots will be more frequent, and this 
disturbed condition both of the sun 
and of the terrestrial magnetism will 
go on increasing, until, at the end of 
about four and a half years, it attains 
a maximum of density. The sun will 
then rarely be seen without spots, and 
usually they will be found in great 
numbers. 

The very close, though not exact. 
correspondence which thus appears to 
exist between these three classes of 
phenomena is very strong evidence of 
a common cause for them in some &s 
yet unexplained periodical change In 
the sun's condition, and that such Js 
the case has generally been considered 
of late years os fairly well established 
by these observations. Recently, how- 


ever, Lord Kelvin criticised this view, 
in an address before the Royal Soclety, 
go far at least as magnetic storms are 
concerned, pointing out difficulties at 
tending the bellef that any Iniluence 
of the kind can emanate from thre sun, 
and in view of his great authority as 
a physicist, the sun spot theory of au 
r in and magnetk torn ind of wen 
ther sonditlona generally must be con- 
sidered aa still only a mor leas 
plausible theory, and by no means ap 


esiablished fact.

SALISBURY ON TURKEY 


A Government Blue Book 
Issued on the Question. 





It Was Proposed That the Vowers Act 
Jolutly in Coercing the Kuscally Sal- 
tan- Austria and Italy at Once Assented 
Unequilvocally—Germauy Wanted Com 
plete Unanimity and Russia Opposed 
Cocrclon—Fuller Details of the Benin 
Mussacre- General Nows by Cuble. 


London, Jan. 2L—The Government 
has issued a blue book containing the 
ollicial correspondence in regard to 
the projected reforms in Turkey, The 
correspondents show that on Sept. 23 
last, Lord Salisbury proposed that 
the powers take measures to enforce 
their proposals, amd that in the cvyent 
of unwillingness on the part cf any 
power to assume its share in the co-

ercive measures applied, that power 
should not oppose the action of any 
other, Austria gave her assent to 


to this propusition without quaifica- 


tion, and later Germany assented, 
with the proviso that any coercive 
action taken by the powers against 


Turkey must be unanimous, and fur- 
ther, that the integrity of the OlLto- 
man empire must be maintained. 


but Russia objected to any 
which involved the app.ication of co- 
ercion to make it operative. In in- 
terposing this objection M,. Shishkin, 
then atthe head of the Russian For- 
eign Office, stated that coercion was 
repugnant to the Czar. In reply to 
this Lord Salisbury expostulated w.th 
the Russian Minister, saying it would 
be useless for the powers to make 
further concerted wrepresentations to 
the Porte in regard to reforms unless 
they were prepared to enforce their 
proposals.

M. Shishkin wrote to 
Lord Salisbury saying that the Czar 
had agreed to consider the question 
of coercion if the Sultan should prove 


recalcitrant and the other powers 
were unanimously in favor of resort- 
ing to coercion. About the end of 


December France gave a similar as- 
sent to measures of coercion, and the 
Goveinments of Russia, Austrian and 
Ituly reaflirmed their adhesion to that 
plan of action, 

Lord Salisbury's correspondence on 
the subject closes with a letter datel 
Jan, 2. 

All the newspapers 
publish comments on the corresponl- 
ence contained In the blue book. The 
Liberal organs join with the Conser- 
vative papers in paying tributes to 
Lord Salisbury for his great diplomuw 
tic triumph in inducing the powers 
to assume a strong attitude on the 
Turkish question. Even those papers

Britain's alleged futile efforts to bring 
about a concert of the power regard- 
ing Turkey now join In the chorus of 
praise of the British Prime Minister's 
masterly diplomacy,

Besides 
printing his own instruction books on 
teaching phonetic shorthand, Mr. Pit- 
man issued a little library of aibout 
eighty volumes, printed entirely in 
shorthand, from the Bible to “Ras- 
selas.” 

In the autumn of 1887 ar interna- 
tional shorthand congress and jubilee 
of phonography was held in London, 
and Mr, Pitman's family were pre-

THREE KILLED INSTANTLY, 


Train on the Pittsburc and Western Raltl- 
Way Goes Throuch o Trestle and 
(nuses flay. 6, 


Butler, Pa., Jan. 24.—About 2.30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon one of the 
most serlous accidents inthe history 
of the Pittsburg and Western Raf- 
road cccurmd at Paint Creek bridge, 
Ole mile from SoipyenvVille stauionh, At 
this point there is u big bend over the 
turbulent lithe stream, which is 
Spanned by an S-saaped bridge about 
ov feet hign, and over this br,age pas- 
Senger uuin No, 7, soutnbounu from 
Kkune, Was dashed into the stream be- 
low, the train, wilh all on board, go- 
ing over the  tresUe, ‘Three were 
killed inslanily and only one person 
on the train, it is sa:d, cscaped Injury, 
The train consisted of engine, baggage 
car and two passenger couches, Aboul 
30 passengers Were on board when the 
frightful plunge was made, and that 
a soul escaped is indeed miraculous. 
Just as the train left the rails Bag- 
gagemaster Thomas Raney of Fox- 
bung jumped, saving his Hfe, but suf- 
fering very serious injury. Conductor 
Thomas Tanks of Foxburg went down 
with the train, but escaped with nu- 
merous bad bruises. He managed, al- 
though suffering greatly, to walk to 
Shippenville station and report the ac- 
cident.

To the novitiate in poultry keeping, 
the question of proper food is a per- 
plexing one. Opinions differ greatly 
on this subject. Different people may 


each have a different method of feed- 
ing, and each may feed a different 
Kind of food, yet all may be, in a 
measure, successful, But it is well to 
remember that all kinds of soft foods 
and mealy doughs are greatly relished 
by poultry, and result in better egg 
production than where a grain diet 
alone is followed, A judicious mixture 
of both hard and soft food is best; 
not too much of elther. While the 
right proportion may be somewhat dif- 
fleult to obtain, it can be learned by 
a watch on the flock, ,their 
actions, health, and the number of 
enes gathered, By varying the amount 
of each kind of food as the necessity 
requires, it will not take long to strike 
a just proportion. But some grain 
food ls always essential. Where too 
much soft food is given, it is apt to 
impair the health of the flook, 
One essential to good health and egg 
production, is an occasional change of 
diet. Charcoal, burnt bones, green 
cabbage, potatoes, If cooked, all the

fond of milk, which, if fed in cold 
weathar, should be warmed. They 
seem to eat it fully as well if soured, 
thick, or clabbered. A good feed is to 
mix corn meal with milk, stirring 
well, and adding some lack pepper. 
Cook about one hour and” ced hot. The 
quantity must be regulated by the 
size of the flock. Care should be ob- 
served In feeding corn meal, nor should 
it be fed too often, as ft is very fat- 
tening, and fat is laid on at the ex- 
pense of an empty egg basket. 

A spoonful of sulphur stirred In with 
cooked foods is a good thing to pre- 
Serve the health and give tone to the 
System. To those who object to the 
feeding of sulphur, I would say that 
feulphur fs largely present in the fea- 
tures of poultry, and where birds are 
kept in confined spaces, as is some- 
times necessary, it Is quite reasonable 
that a certain amount of sulphur 
should be given them _ occasionally. 
Lime also should be fed occasionally. 
A good way ts to give it as a solution 
In water. 

Before closing this article, I want 
to say that it Is of the utmost fm- 
portance that nothing but wholesome 
food should be fed to fowls. Cast aside 
the thought that they will eat any 
old refuse, no matter what {ts condi- 
tion. They will eat it If they can get 
nothing else, but there will be no pro- 
fit in the result. 





Veminine Dairy Wisdom, 

Salting regularly is one very im- 
portant matter in the dairy. 

When cows haye not recelved an 
abundance of salt, and then a change 
to regular salting is practiced, a great 
change both in quantity and quality 
of milk can be noticed, A still better 
plan is to keep it where each cow can 
help herself whenever she desires. 

The best cows are always the heavy 
feeders. 

If they eat heartily and are healthy, 
and do not lay on fat, you may be sure 
that it is going somewhere, and you 
Will always find it in the milk pail. 

Good, regular care will count now, 
Breeding and natural capacity are 
powerless to contribute to suocessful 
stock raising unless accompanied by 
thoughtfulness, intelligence and re- 
fular care. 

Merit is not proof against neglect, 
starvation and abuse. Give a cow just 
enough to keep her alive and how can 
she fill the milk pail? 

Too many unobserving men expect 
this, and then wonder why they are 
poor. 

. How many farmers are preparing to 
idle away the winter? Is there any 
excuse for such practices, and is there 
any other business that will permit it? 

Winter butter production is more 
profitable than summer; then why not 
be a winter producer? 

Every degree you ralse the tempera- 
ture of the stable up to comfort point 
saves food and Is one step in the right 
direction for prosperity, 

Don't let the heifers form the habit 
of drying up early. With plenty of 
food and good care they will milk 
nearly the year round. 

Get special customers for your but- 
ter and furnish it every week. It Is 
worth a few cents per pound to the 
customer to know that they are eating 
pure, clean butter, and not oleo or 
some other manufactured stuff, and 
there is a big difference between cash 
and trading out  butter.—Dorothy 
Tucker, 


Winter Work on Farms 


Dairying will afford constant em- 
ployment on a farm during all seasons 
of the year if it is properly conducted, 
but all farms are not dairy farms, and 
there is considerable lost time during 
the season of the year when the ground 
is frozen and snow obstructs opera- 
tions It is true that an enterprising 
farmer can find something to do every 
month In 


the year, as he can repair 
the tooly, buildings, fences and get 
eyerything in complete order for spring 
work; but what the farmer most de- 
sires ia to engage in some employment 


on the farm that will bring in cash re- 


turns, Unfortunately for the large ma- 
jJerity of farmers, they will not accept 
the innovations on present methods. 
With the staple crops—wheat, corn, 
oats and potatoes—which are cultli- 
vated by horse power, any return to 


the hoe, spade or rake tis not willingly 
done, yet the farmer will have to use 
he tools which enable him to derive 
he most from his land if he expects to 


compete with those who give careful 
attention and hand labor to cropa, 
which nat only pay well for the labor, 
but give a langer profit than can be 
cured by the usual method of farm- 
ing by horse power. There is use for 
t Tier and staple cropa must be 
n> but if farmers can grow some- 
ty el during the winter months 
fain to that extent.—Fann

Woven Rugs of Sacking. « 

The fatigue of ironing is increased by 
Blanding all the time on a hard, un- 
yielding floor, Have something springy 
to stand on; two or three thicknesses 
of old carpet laid flat on each other 
make a good stand for ironing, but 
better still is bran-sack matting, and 
this is how to make it. Take old bran 
sacks, rip them open, wash clean, out 
on the bias into strips 1 1-4 inch wide. 
Sew them together strongly, then fray 
the edges by pulling them through the 
flogers or over a chair back that has 
a square edge on it; roll it into balls 
as for rag carpet, and allow about 
seven, pounds for a square yard of 
weaving. Have it woven in the manner 
of German carpet; that is, all the 
warp covered, and beat up hard. It 
should come off the loom about helf 
an inch thick, and makes excellent 
matting, which will lie as close as a 
board to the floor, at almost no cost 
except for weaving, As a standing 
place when ironing it will be found a 
great comfort. A mat six feet long 
by two feet wide will be found a good 
size. This would require about 10 
pounds of oid sacking and two run- 
ning yards of weaving. 

I usually put on warp enough when 
getting ready for a carpet to weave 
what matting wiH be required. Leave 
ends long enough to tle, and tie them 
before the mat is removed from the 
loom, to prevent raveling. The sack- 
ing will take any kind of dye readily, 
and fancy borders may thus be woven 
on if wanted, but don’t try to put on 
borders of some other material, in case 
the two do not shrink the same, and 
thus make your rug show uneaven ail 
over. 

Grandmother's loom is no longer a 
necessity in our homes for the produc- 
tion of underwear or clothing; but 
there are many ways in which it can 
be used pleasurably and profitably in 
the long winter days by man or boy 
when homebound. Rugs, hammocks, 
horse blankets, horse-fly nets, por- 
tieres, ete., will all suggest them- 
selves as suitable things for the home 
factory to produce, using waste time 
and mostly waste materia) to beautify 
and benefit, 

No need to try our friend’s plan of 
putting down boards to keep straw- 
berry grounds clean. Your old rags 
ean be woven into strips, to suit the 
space between the rows, or you can 
use old carpet “that, having seen Its 
best days, can be, as It were, turned 
out to grass to end its days In peace, 
and {it would, I belleve, on account 
of its porosity, be the superior of 
beards as a permanent mulch.—Aunt 
Hannah, In Rural New Yorker, 





Soups, 

Every housekeeper is supposed to 
know how to make soups, you may 
say, But do they prepare it In a 
healthful way? I have eaten at houses 
where the cook was noted, but the 
soup Was swimming in grease, which 
is very unhealthful, I send my way 
ot preparing stock, which may be 
helpful to some of the sisters; 

To every round of meat and bone, 
mixed, add one quart of cold water, 
one half teaspoonful of salt; boll slow- 
ly in an egate kettle; remove all the 
scum that rises; as the water bolls 
away, add more hot water to keep the 
quantity. When the meat Is tender, 
remove it trom the kettle, and skim 
off every particle of grease from the 
soup. (Or let tt stand untill cold, and 
it can be lifted off, which Is the best 


vay.) It is then ready for the vege- 
tables, otc, 

If the meat ty desired to be served 
hot, put it into another kettle, add 
little of the stook to it, or serve in 
different waya.

GENTLEMEN,—I am in receipt of a most 
importantletter from Mr, A. F. Wood, ex- 
M.P.P., of Madoc, relating to our railway 
interests, to which I now desire to ca)l your 
attention and which I deem worthy of your 
earnest consideration. It is as follows: 

Manoc, Jan. 16, 1897, 
J. W. Johnson, Esq., Mayor of Belleville, 

My Dear Sre,—I have read with inter- 
est your inaugural address on your induc- 
tion as Mayor, and, among other things, 
have been specially impressed with that 
portion which refers to “ cultivating kindly 
relations with the Grand Trunk Railway.” 
Possibly these remarks have been more f »re- 
ibly impressed on me from the fact that 
Madoc and its surroundings have the same 
class of interests with thas railway as you 
claim for Belleville. You have given a 
bonus to the Midland (formerly Grand 
Junction), now a part of the Graud Trunk 
system, and we in Madoc gave a bonus to 
the extension of the Grand Junction, north 
to Madoc V lage, thence to Eldorano (then 
called the Belleville & North Hasting ), 
now a part of the Grand Trunk system also. 

I agree with you fully when you say: 
‘* Where our treasure is, there stiould our 
hearts be also.” We have a “ treasure" of 
$30,000 in that branch. We paid that bonus 
to have a road from the Grand Junction to 
Eldorado, in the centre of Madac Township. 
For reasons given by the management of 
the Grand Trunk, that need not now be 
discussed, that part of the road leading 
from Madoc Village to Eldorado—some six 
miles—has not been worked for some years. 
Let me give you « bricf history of these six 
miles, From the Township and Village of 
Madoc this road received about $3,000 per 
mile, from the Ontario Government the 
same sum, and later on, for the purpose of 
haviog it put in operation, $3,200 per mile 
from the Dominion Government, This was 
the result of a visit to Montreal and an in- 
t rview with the late Sir Joseph Hickson, 
manager, by Sir Mackenzie (then Hon. Mr.) 
Bowellandthe writer, The road was re- 
paired —at how much expense I don’t know, 
butit never ran for any length of time, 
These sums total about $56,000, or about 
$9,400 per mile, was given to this six miles, 


My object in stating these facts is not for 
the purpose of airing grievances, or re- 
proaching the Management of the Grand 
Truaok, forI agree with those who argue 
that the G.T, has been one of the greatest 
developing powers that Canuda has bad, and 
that the stockholders have seen hard lives, 
butIdoso, to point out how interested 
financially we are in this six miles of road; 
and to join hands with us in order tosccure 
the running ofthis connecting link between 
the Central Ontario and Madoc, and as a 
sequence, the connecting link between the 
back country and Belleville. The City of 
Belleville is deeply interested in this con- 
nection, ITamafraid the citizens do not 
fully appreciate the advantages it would 
give them. Some of the Aldermen have 
taken an interest, notably Messrs, Huuger- 
ford and Falkiner, but more than interest 
isrquired. We wantaction, [hope much 
from your statement: ‘I shall not be con- 
tent with one application, if it should not 
be immediately successful, as I hope to 
prove to Lhe Management that they are not 
favors We are seeking, but righus we are 
maintaining.” 


The Irondale and Bancroft, Railway is 
slowly but surely working its way up into 
the Nortbern country, carrying the trade to 
Toronto. The Central Ontario is feebly 
doing « work to Trenton, that should be th 
the hands of a vigorous company like the

The 
lumbermen are a unit In “cemanding 
‘a protective tariff on Canndian lumber 
entering this country. At a meeting 
of the Tonawanua Luinbermen's As- 
sociation a petition was drafted and 
lsent_to the Committee on Ways and 
|Means asking for a duly of $1 per 
‘thousand feet on rough imported lum- 
‘ber. The experience of th» past four 
‘years has led the local dealers to take 
this step. During that time lumber 
was imported from Canada with dis- 
jastrous effects to the trade here, The 
chief markets of Buffaloand Tonawan- 
‘da are in New York State ani east 
‘ern cities. For Oswego, Syracuse, 
Utica, Albany and Rochester, Buffalo 
and Tonawanda were distributing cen- 
tres previous to the removal cf the 
tariff on Canadian lumber. Now it 
is different. The local dealers have 
‘found that the Canadian dealers have 
‘supplanted them by placing on the 
imarket lumber at a price for which 
the American producer could not af- 
ford to sell in the saw mills of Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin. In order lo com:

ever, the local wholesale men have 
lowered the prices the past two or 
three years, and there has been liter-

In conversation with a Tribune cor- 
respondent on the subject of the over- 
tures that may probably be expectea 
on behalf of the Dominion Govern 
ment, Chairman Dingley of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means said. 
“Mr, Chariton has been to see me io 
regard to commercial rectprocity be- 
twéen the United States and Canada. 
Unless Great Britain should give the 
jatter the privilege of imposing prefer- 
ential duties ¢n favor of certain mana- 
factures of the United States there ts 
little chance of its acceptance by 
the United States." Mr. Dingley said 
he had seen the list of manufactured 
articles, mainly those which were con- 
sidered in the abortive negotiations of 
1874 between Secretary Fish and Ssh 
Edward Thornton. which Mr. Chariton 
in @ recent published interview 
suggested as a partial basis 
for a_ reciproctty agreement which 
Great Britain would probably 
assent to, and declared that In 
none of them did our manufacturers 
experience formidable competition 
from British manufacturers. 

“Mr, Charlton suggested,” remarked 
the correspondent, “‘that Canada might 
be willing to admit corn and cornmeal 
from the United States free of duty 
under a reciprocity arrangement,” 

“Well, Canada {s obliged to have the 
corn}, cannot get it from any other 
country so easily or cheapry as trom 
the United States, so I should not re- 
gard that as an important or valuable 
concession,"’ observed Mr, Dingley. 

“It is also suggested that in order to 
establish closer and more satisfactory 
commerical relations with the United 
States, Canada stands ready to modify 
and relax her fishery laws and regula- 
tions, to co-operate in carrying our 
the project to improve and deepen the 
water channel of communication 
through ‘the Great Lakes, and so on, 
in the Interest of international comity, 
What do you think of that sugges- 
tion?” 

“Well, there are several things that 
Canada could have done tn the Inter- 
est of Internationa] comity years ago. 
Her policy in regard to the American 
fishery Industry has been Illiberal and 
unjust In the extreme. The com- 
mervial policy of the United Statés Ir 
regard to Canada has always been sn 
exceedingly Hberal one In view of all 
the clroumstances.” 


ANOTHEL BANK GONE, 





National Bank at Potsdam. New York 
State, Closes [fs Doors, 

Gouverneur, N.Y., Jan. 25.—The Na- 
ttonal Bank at Potsdam closed its 
doors this afternoon. There was no 
run, but one would have been prob- 
able had not this action been taken. 
The officials of the bank will issue no 
statement other than that (he deposi- 
tors will be paid in full. The bauk 
examiner has been sent for, and is 
expected to-morrow. The true ‘Con 
dition of the bank cannot be learn- 
ed until he has made an exu&min- 
ation, but it is belleved that the state- 
ment of the bank officials will be borne 
out. Among the deposits is one of 
$1000 of the county money, but the 
County Treasury is amply protected 
by the bondsmen of the bank. 

The bank was organized in 1851 as 
the Frontier Bank, changing later to 
the national system. Luke Usher is 
its president. According to its last 
report its capital stock is $200,000 ; sur 
plus, $40,000; undivided profits, $8000; 
deposits, $350,000, and loans and dis- 
counts, $600,000. The failure, it Is 
said, is due to unfortunate investments 
made of late

Celebrate the Anniversary of Robbie Burns 
With Music, Dance and Song. 

There was a Jarge audience in the Power 
Opera House last night to witness the 
concert given by Camp Rob Roy, 8.0.5., 
the occasion being the anniversary of 
Robert Burns, the ‘*Ploughman Poet.” 
An excellent programme had been prepar- 
ed, but the epidemic of grippe, which is 
prevalent just now, prevented the carrying 
of it out. Mr, Fax, who was down for 
three numbers on the programme, was too 
ill to appear, and the double male quar- 
tette had dwindled to five. Pipe-Major 
Murray, of Toronto, was present and the 
martial music of Scotia's national instru- 
ment was in eyidence yery much last 
night. Mr, Murray's dancing was greatly 
admired by those who were qualified to 
judge of it. Miss Agnes Forbes, of 
Toronto, was the soloist of the evening 
and made a most fayorable impression. 
The young Iady has a beautiful contralto 
voice of wide range and great sweetness, 
and her rendition of the old Scottish favor- 
ites left nothing to be desired. Miss Mag- 
gie Milne sang with excellent taste, and 
the yocal solos of Mr. John McIntosh 
pleased the audience immensely, It is 
needless to say that Miss Robertson's 
recitations were, as usual, received with 
great favor by the audience. Perhaps the 
gem of the performance was a duet between 
Miss Forbes and Mr. McIntosh, ‘‘ When 
ye gang awa’, Jamie,” which was all the 
greater treat inasmuch as it was not on the 
programme.

She went with them up- 
stairs, leaving no one in the grocery save 
her husband. She had seated herself to 
toach the youngest tot its prayers when 
| sho heard a pistol shot in tho saloon below. 
the stairs. 
Through the pistol smoke which yet cloud- 
ed the room she saw her husband stagger 
backward and heard him exclaim: ** My 
God, I’m done for!" and then heard his 
body strike the floor. The screams of Mrs. 
Godfrey attracted neighbors, who found 
Godfrey lifeless in a pool of blood which 
had streamed from a hole in the left 
temple. On the counter were two dry 
glasses, and in the right hand of the dead 
man was a quart bottle of whiskey. 

The finding of his cash box, ompty, 4 
few hundred feet from the scene of the 
tragedy, gives evidence that the motive for 
the cold-blooded murder was robbery. 
What makes tho assassivation more horri- 
ble is the fact that there was not more than 
$3 in the cash box. 

(The murdered man, who, eighteen or 
twenty yearsago, was one of, the best 
known Grand Trunk employees on the 
Brockville division, lived in Belleville. 
There were two brothers Jack and Tom 
—and both were employed as engineers. 
They had the reputation of being reckless 
men, and both lost their positions, one 
for an accident at Ballentyne’s, near 
Kingston, and the other fora similar cause 
east of Brockyille. They went to the 
southwest aud were epgaged in railway 
work for some time. Jack was subse- 
quently killed in a railway accident, and 
‘Tom, after marrying a school teacher in 
Lexington, Ky., seems to have settled 
down there as a ssloon-keeper. }

The Canadian commissioner, the Hon. 
Alfred G. Jonrs, and Mr. Firstrna, expert 
adviser, have returned to Canada and in 
interviews both expressed confidence in the 
scheme of a Pacific cable between Canada 
and Australia and the belicf that it can 
and will be laid.

The commission had arriyed at an under- 
standing to make nething public until the 
report was submitted to the British and co- 
lonlal Governments by the chairman of the 
commission. Mr, Jones added, however, 
thathe felt at liberty to state that the 
Pacific cable was practicable, which faot 
was doubted previous to the meetings of 
the commission. The commission unanim 
ously agreed on the report, which cannot be 
made public. In his opinion the report was 
satisfactory to the various Governments. 
Mr, Jones sald the reports published in the 
English papers and cabled to this side were 
mainly of a speculative character. The 
whole evidence was highly satisfactory to 
the representatives of the various colonial 

Governments and the Imperial Government

as well. No difference of opinion as to the 
route existed. The cable will be an all- 
British one. That is the desire of the 


Canadian Governmentand the point insiSt- 
ed upon. The cost would not exceed that 
which was originally stated. The question 
now to be taken up was as to the division 
of responsibility. This feature was rot 
dealt with by the commission. When the 
matter of responsibility came up it would 
be found that Canada’s share would be very 
light. Mr. Jones said that Mr. Sanford 
Fleming rendered the commission very 
valuable service in giving evidence.

APPLE TRADE WITH AUSTRALIA. 

The following, which we clip from the 
Globe, shows that a profitable trade can be 
created in apples between Canada and 
Australia, provided shippers will take 
proper precautions, and that the necessary 
cold storage is provided. Without these 
precautions, all shipments of perishable 
goods would be unprofitable: 


A shipment of Cansdian apples to Aus- 
tralia in 1895 was not considered to be ‘o 
success. Crossing the equator appeared to 
have been fatal to the fruit, only abouta 
third of it arriving in merchantable shape 

What was salable was entrusted to Mr. 
Fountain A. Winter, a Canadian in Sydney, 
and was disposed of by him. There was no 
lisposition to repeat the operation, but Mr. 
Winter was convinced that it was possible 
to do better. His statements interested his 
brother, Mr, Chas. A. Winter, of Preston 

Ont., and nine cases of apples were sent wo 
Sydney as_a Christmas present to the 
brother, There were one case of Snows 

five cases of Northern Spies and one case 
each of Baldwins, Golden Russets and 
Secknofurthers, They reached Sidney in 
due time, and Mr. Winter reports that he 
sold the apples, and the proceeds after every 
charge paid, was £2108.

INDIA FAMINE FUND, 





Sir William Wedderbarm Would Like t@ 
Kuow Why tho People Are Helpless 
to Kesiat the Evils. 


London, Jan. 26.—In the House of 
Commons to-day a motion was intro- 
duced by Sir William Wedderburn, 
Radical, member for Banffshire, that 
the Home Government make an in- 
quiry independent of that of the India 
Government, into the condition of the 
masses in India, with a view of ascer- 
taining why the people are helpless te 
tesist the famine and pestilence with 
which they are now afflicted, 

Lord George Hamilton, Secregary of 
State for India, defended the action al-

MR, BEECHER’S SLAVE SALE. 


Thrilling Object Lesson on Sinvery is 
Plymouth Pulpit. 


Mrs. Henry Ward Beecher writee in 
the Ladies’ Home Journal of “When 
Mr. Beecher Sold Slaves in Plymouth 
Pulpit,” and thus deScribes the sen- 
gation created by the sale ef Sarah, 
which occurred on June 1, 1556: "The 
solemn, impressive silence of that vast 
Plymouth assemblage was absolutely 
painful as a youns woman slowly as- 
cenfled the stairs leading to the pulpit 
and sank into a chair by Mr. Beecher’s 
side. Instantly assuming the look and 
manner of a slave auctioneer he cailed 
for bids. ‘Look,’ he exclaimed, ‘at this 
marketable commedity—human flesh 
and blood, liké yourselves. You see 
the white blood of her father in her 
regular features and high, thoughtful 
brow Who bids? You will have to 
pay extra for that white blood, be- 
cause it is supposed to give Iintelll- 
gence, Stand up Sarah! Now, look at 
her trim figure and her wavy hair!— 
how much do you bid for them? She 
fs sound in wind and Iimb—lI'll war- 
rant her! Who bids? Her feet and 
hande—hold them out, Sarah!—are 
@mall and finely formed. What do you 
bid for her? She Is a Christian woman 
—I mean, a praying nigger—and that 
makes her more valuable, because It 
insures her docility and obedience to 
your wishes. ‘Servants, obey your 
masters,’ you know. Well, she believes 
in that doctrine. How much for her? 
Witt you allow this praying woman to 
be sent back to Richmond to meet the 
fate for which her father sold her? If 
not, who bids? Who bids?" 

The congregation was wrought to the 
highest pitch of excitement; women 
grew hysterical, and men were greatly 
wrought up, Some one near the pulpit 
laid a banknote at Mr. Beecher’s feet. 
Then the contribution baskets were 
passed and for half an hour money 
and jewelry were heaped into them. 
Women took off their bracelets, 
brooches and rings and put them in 
the baskets, and men unfastened their 
watches and handed them to the ush- 
ers. Mr. Beecher’s voice, in the tone 
of an auctioneer, rang out, “In the 
name of Christ. men and women, how 
Much do you bid?” The people were 
stirred beyond expression, and one of 
the congregation arose and said that 
whatever defilclency (in the price de- 
manided for Sarah) there existed above 
the collection would be made up by 
several gentlemen, members of the 
church. “Then you are free, Sarah," 
criai Mr. Beecher turning to the girl 
beside him. and the audience broke 
imto the wildest demonstration of en- 
thusiastic applause, and quiet was not 
restored for several minutes. The col- 
lection left no deficiency. Instead, 
enough money to buy Sarah's freedom, 
$1200. besides sufficient to purchase 
her a comfortable ho=), had been 
raised.

Why so Long Unknown ? 
(Canadian Miner.) 

Fureigners who hear of the oxistence of 
rich gold fields inOntario are often a littlo 
incredulous. They ask—If you have had 
those riches at your very doors so long, 
how is it that only now they have been 
discovered ? 

A satisfactory 
given. 

Population in the province has been 
almost entirely confined to the fertile allu- 
vial lands bordering on the St. Lawrence, 
and Lakes Ontario, Eric and Huron: be- 
yond these Silurian and Devonian areas 
where rock outcroppings are in some dis- 
tricts not seen in fifty or a hundred miles, 
stretches a wilderness of forest clad Lauren- 
tians, where so far was known till recently, 
only small patches of arable land could be 
found. Only lumbermen and a few others 
penetrated these wilds. The rocks were 
appearently barren, so far as the most 
valuable metals were concerned. But with 
the pushing northward of settlers, and 
especially the building of railways, the 
country became better known Scientific 
men too, began to destinguish between 
Laurentians and Laurentians. Large 
patches and belts of the Laurentians were 
found to be different from the general 
characteristic rock which marks that well 
known formation. And here and there in 
this different rock, to which the name 
Huronian was now given, gold and silver 
were found, Finaily interest in mining 
became aroused, and of late rich veins have 
been found in many areas over almost the 
entire stretch of the Laurentians, from 
near the Ottawa in the east to the Lake of 
the Woods in the west. The development 
of afew paying mines last year made the 
interest goneral ; prospectors went out by 
the hundreds, and have been rewarded by 
abundant discoveries of fissures containing 
the precious metal. 

Had the people of our frontier counties 
been acquainted with mining, it is likely 
that, long before uow, the fact of our hay- 
ing so much mineral wealth would have 
been realized. But agriculture and lumber- 
ing had been the engrossing main indus- 
tries of the country sud the basis on which 
our manufacturing and commercial concerns 
stood. When our farms, our towns and 
villages sent their young men to college, it 
was to make them lawyers, doctors or 

clergymen. The study of mineralogy 
received but scant attention—just about as 
little as was consistent with the securing 
of what is called a liberal education. It is 
only withein a few years that instruction 
in miniog has been given, and already we 
are receiving beneficial results in the 
existence amongst us of mining engineers 
graduated from our schools of practical 
science. The more youngmen who talk 
mining and geology in their homes and in 
their communties, the more interest, aad 
intelligent interest, will be taken by our 
people in developing our great mineral 
resources.

Rent and Taxes. 

Under the provisions of the latest change 
made in the Assessment Act the Tax Col- 
lector may become landlord of properties 
in urban municipalities on which taxes 
are not paid within the legal time. Form- 
erly the law was to seize.on che landlord’s 
goods and after that distrain on the tenant's 
effects. But the latter was seldom done, 
as it was manifestly unjust to do so. Now, 
however, if the tenant fails to pay over the 


Tax Collector or when ordered to do 50, 
the Collector may and will propably dis- 
train. ‘he effect of the amendment, in 
short, is to make the Tax Collector a col- 
lector of rent from the tenant until the 
taxes are paid. The result is the same to 
the municipality and the landlord is saved 
the cost of legal process.

to $32,361. The net cash receipts on 
nccount of Dominion lands were $160, 
256, as compared with $198,617 for the 
previous yean In addition to the 
cash receipts, however, scrip to the 
amount of $53,185 was taken in pay- 
ment for land and rents, as against 
$31,897 In serip received during 1895. 
The timber dues received during the 
last fiscal year amounted to $61,923, as 
against $74,079 the previous year. 
Homestead and inspection fees yielded 
$20,438, compared with $29,664. There 
was, however, an increase of $9080 in 
cash sales of Government lands, the 


mmount received being $46,373, as 
against $37,293 during 1895. 
The expenditure last year on ac- 


count of Dominion hinds amounted to 
$119,184, chargeable to income, besides 
$82,184 on capital account, 

The immigration returns for the Do- 
minion for the twelve months ending 
December last, show the total arrivals 
from Europe to be 25,571, compared 
with 25,478 for the previous year, or a 
dearease of 93, 


The settlers in the Dominion for 
the year were 16,835, as compared 
with 18,617 for the previous 
year, Of the arrivals in 1896, 3643 


Were passengers to the United States, 
as against 6854 in 1895. The arrivals 


at the port of Quebec in 1896 were 
15,409, at Halifax 6782, Montreal 238/, 
and St. John, N.B., 900. The returns 


for Manitoba, the Northwest and Bri- 
tish Columbia show the arrivals to be 
6206 for 1896, and 5371 for 1895. 

An oflicial report of yesterday's acci- 
dent on the Intercolonial Railway near 
Dorchester reached the Department of 
Railways and Canals this morning 
from Mr. Pottinger, who was on the 
scene himself. The most careful scru- 
tiny as to the cause of the accident 
Was made as soon as the victims were 
removed from the wreck. The rails 
were found to be perfectly intact, and 
there was not a broken wheel on the 
coaches as they lay on the pond at 
the foot of the embankment.

Ottawa, Jan. 27.—(Special.)—In_ re- 
ard to the fund for the relief of India 
the Governor-General {s actively en- 
gaged in pushing forward arangements 
in connection with this matter, His 
Excellency has addressed a letter to all 
the Lieutenant-Governors with refer- 
ence to any steps which it may be 
thought proper to take in the various 
provinces.

In ac- 
cordance with a suggestion made t, 
His Excellency by Mr, Weir, President 
of the Banque Ville Marie, blank 
forms for the use of banks, drawn up 
in the same shape as those in use foe 
Government business, are being pre- 
pared, and a supply will be forwarded 
to the various banks for their branch: 
es, These forms, it is thought, will 
facilitate the arrangements for collect- 
ing and acknowledging receipt of con- 
tributions, Thelr supply will be a- 
ranged through the ollice of the hon- 
orary treasurer, with the Government's 
sanction. 


With reference to the telegram 1 
celved yesterday by His Excellency 
from the Chief Justice of Bengal, it 


should be mentioned that His Excel- 
lency sent a prompt reply, stating thut 
& general movement had already been 
started in Canada, and that he was 
hopeful of good results, His Excel- 
lency has also communicated with the 
Viceroy of India. 

The Merchants’ Bank of Halifax tele- 
graphed a $500 subscription to-day to 
the Canadian National Fund. Mayor 
Bingham's fund now reaches $2000. 

His Excellency the Governor-General 
has sent this despatch to the man- 
agers of banks; "Ottawa, Jan, 26. 
Having arranged, after consultation 
with Dominion Ministry, to receive and 
transmit contributions from all parts 
of the Dominion for relief of distress 
in India, may I ask if you will kindly 
consent to arrange for subscriptions to 
this national fund to be taken charge 
of at your various branches?" 

The Dominion Bank, In response to 
this despatch, started the List with a 
subseniplon of $1000. Other donations 
wlll be announced to-day,

Ballard would not 
give him a lease of the premises, ag 
it would show that he rented the place, 
and so Ballard would not get the In- 
surance, Ballard was with witness In 
the lean-to, and fired the straw cov- 
ering the old tron so quickly that wit- 
ness had not a chance to apply a 
match, They then all went away, 
and Corbett said to Ballard, “Your 
barn is on fire, David.” Ballard re- 
plied, "Well, it can’t be helped now.” 
Later om they came back to the barn, 
and finding that some furniture which 
had beer! stored in the barn, but had 
been taken out of it before the fire 
was too near the burning building, 
they moved some of it away. 
They arranged a/‘story which they 
should tell as to the circumstances of 
the fire. They were all to say that 
Corbett gave the alarm to the witness, 
who was sleeping at the place, as he 
was returning from Dundalk, and that 
he had also alarmed Reid and David 
Ballard. The origin of the fire was 
to be ascribed to a shot fired by John 
Tisdale under the barn to kill a skunk. 
On examining the ruins they found 
that there were not ¢nough ashes to 
look as if much had been burned in 
the barn, so they brought a quantity 
of grain, spread it on the floor and 
scorched it over. They also arranged 
the irons of the implements to look 
as if they had fallen off the machines 
as they were burned. Dave Ballard 
also brought some straw and placed 
it in position. When the insurance in- 
Spector came to investigate the fire 
David Ballard told him that the barn 
contained the crop of 40 acres of land, 
more than he actually rented. Among 
the irons placed in the barn were the

remains of burned harrows, plows, 
au fanning mill, mower and a sulky 
rake, None of them were of any 
value, 


Under cross-examination Tisdale ad- 
mitted that he had committed delib- 
erate perjury in connection with the 
suit brought by him against the insur- 
ance companies to recover his insur- 
ance. He had first committed arson 
by firing his barn. and then added per 
jury to it. He denied positively ever 
being offered money if he would give 
such evidence as would conyict these 
prisoners. 

John J. Tisdale, a young 
years of age, described the trip to 
Jackson's burned barn after the old 
iron and the other events of the night 
of the fire down to the story of the 
shot fired at a skunk under the barn, 
He had helped David Ballard to draw 
the straw to the burned barn tu give 
the appearance of straw having been 
burned there. He admitted that he 
had told some “terrible les’’ in con- 
nection with his. brother's fire, by 
which he had profited. He had never 
set fire to a building himself, but with 
Dave Ballard had induced Peter Mar- 
shall to flre a barn. 

Detective Greer and others gave im- 
portant testimony, and the evidence 
was concluded. J 

The inquest into the death of Edward 
Fenton was resumed last evening. 
Evidence was given by Messrs. Robt. 
Henderson, Joseph Meadugh and John 
Wallace, but nothing bearing upon the 
Fenton case was elicited. 

The principal witness was James 
Ballard, He is a mulatto, over six 
fect in height and broad in propor- 
tion. His face is distincly handsome 
and intelligent. He said that he lived 
about sixty rods from the house of the 
deceased, whom he knew well, and 
with whom he was on good terms. 
The day before the fire he walked out 
to another farm of his, about 3 1-2 
miles distant, receiving a ride from 
"d,,"’ as he called the deceased. That 
night he did net sleep soundly, as he

was not well. He went to bed be- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock, He and his 
wife and another couple named Cot- 


terell and their child all slept in the 


same room, and as Cotterell's child 
was wl, Cotterell had to keep 
on a fir. Once Cotterell looked 
out of the window and saw the fire. 


Cotterell went over to the fire in his 
stocking feet, but witness stayed in 
bed, as he was not well, Cotterell re 
turned in about an hour and a half, 
and witness asked him if any stuff got 
burned. Cotterell replied, “Yes, some, 
and Ned, too.’’ Witness asked him if 
Ned was badly burned, and Cotterell 
replied that he was still in the fire. 
Witness then went over to the fire, 
but could do notihng to help and came 
away. He did not believe that Fen- 
ton had an enemy in the world, 
Ballard gave his evidence in a 
straightforward way, and spoke In re- 
gretful terr-s of Fenton's death, 
When the court opened this morning 
the Magistrate committed all the pri- 
soners for trial on the charges al- 
ready gone Into, and now a number 
of other charges will be investigated.

Costa ica Denounces a Part of the Treaty 
With Great Britain. 


An examination of the treaty be- 
tween Great Britain and Costa Rica 
shows that the clauses which have 
been denounced by the latter country 
are (No, 5) the most favored natlon 
chause, No. 6, which provides for re- 
ciprocity in light, harbor and pilotage 
dues, and No. 7, providing for recipro- 
cal duticson goods, whether imported 
into Britain or Costa Rica by the ves- 
sels of either country.

Canada Made the Advance aud Uncle Sam 
is Expected to Obserye 
Reciprocity. 


AYbany, N. Y., Jan. 28.—In refrring 
to its efforts to establish a state reser- 
voir upon and along the St. Lawrence 
River, the State Gameand Fish Com- 
mission says in its annual report: 
“The Canadian Government, under a 
mutual understanding that this State 
would reciprocate, has already se 
aside 25 of its islands for unrestricted 
use of boating and picnic parties of 
both countries, {t is quite generally 
understood by our Canadian friends 
that our people wil) proyide for simi- 
lar use several islands or pieces of land 
along the shore of the St. Lawrence 
River, and it is also understood by the 


oe 


people of that locality that if our 
State does not provide such public 


places then the right to use the Cana- 
dian islands by our people will be 
withdrawn. Should the Canadian 
Government take this action the natu- 
ral result will be that many fishermen 
and summer visitors to that resort will 
£0 across the national line and stop a& 
Canadian hotels and be obliged to em 
ploy foreign oarsmen. This would 
mean that the hotel business of the 
great resort would be seriously injured 
and our oarsmen driven to Canada 
Our people, not from this State only, 
but from many other States, that are 
now spending their money in our 
midst would spend it in foreign 
country. 

“Uniform fish laws for this locality 
have already been enacted by Canada 
and the State of New York, in pursu- 
ance of the mutual understanding that

Massowah, Jan. 28.—Advices from 
Agordat say that the Dervishes, who 
were believed to be advancing on that 
place, have abandoned their fortified 
camp, at Amideb, and are retreating 
in the direction of Aimoasa, pursued 
by the friendly natives.

Cairo, Jan, 28.—Advices received here 
from Dongola show that the Khalifa 
Abdullah Taashi, the leader of the 
Dervish hordes, is making prepara- 
tions for the expected advance of the 
Anglo-Egyptian expedition against 
him. The greater part of the garrison 
at Berber, an important town on the 
Nile south of Dongola, have been taken 
to reinforce the Dervishes at Khar- 
toum, at the junction of the Blue and 


White Niles, and at Omdurman, di- 


rectly opposite Khartoum The wo- 
men, children and old men at the two 
latter places are being sent to El 
Obeid, in Kordofan, the chief city of 
the Dervishes, and there are other in- 
dications that the Khalifa intends to 
attempt to hold the expedition in check 
at Khartoum. The Dervishes at Abou 
Hamed, a town on the Nile, being 
Dongola amd Berber bave 

and the expedition therefore does not 
expect to meet with apy opposition un- 
til it advances for some distance past 
the mouth of the Black Nile unless the 
Khalifa later reinforces Berber 
garrison. 





Getting Afraid. 

London, Jan, 28.—A special to The 
Daily News from Cairo suys that the

Mr. Fraser, M.P., ntroduced the de- 
Putation, announcing that he was in 
thorough accord with its objects. Mr 
Jenkins then addressed the Ministers. 
He gave a long history cf petroleum in 
Canada, going back to the early part 
of the sixties, and tracing the indus- 
try down to 1876, when the Mackenzie 
Government had to deal with the 
question. He wanted to Say that the 
Mackenzie Governmant «dealt with it 
in a bold and comprehensive way, 89 
that the article was left without inter 
ference for 17 years. The duty plac- 
ed by the Mackenzie Government on 
American oll, not for protection, but 
as & revenue, was 7 1-5 cents per gal- 
lon. In 1893 there was an unfair ugi- 
tation against the oll duty, which it 
Was sald was all going to the Cana- 
dian refiners, and in 1894 Parliament 
reduced the duty on the American ar- 
ticle to 6 cents a gallon. The repre- 
Sentatives of the industry told the 
Finance Minister at the time that the 
Industry could not stand this, The 
result of the reduction In duty was to 
make Petrolea a city of the dead. Af- 
ter a year or so Providentially the 
United States market changed by in- 
creased values, so as to allow the old 
state of affairs, and since then the in- 
dustry was getting on fairly well, He 
showed that the industry contributed 


about $120,000 to the general finances 
of the country, and combated the idea 


that any of the duty went to the pock- 
ets of those in the trade. He coni- 
Plained of the way the industry wus 
misrepresented by those who were not 
acquainted with the facts, 

There were five distinct refineries in 
Petrolea, 8000 wells in operation 
and 600 owners, which showed that 
there was no combination. There was, 
on the contrary, an active competition 
between each. He argued that Cana- 
dian of! was superior to the United 
States production, but the difficulty 
was that the lamps were nearly all 
made to sult American oil. The Cana- 
dian ofl needs more oxygen than was 
Permitted by the American burners. 
The Canadian oil was 1-% better than 
the article in the States, 

Mr. Fitzgerald followed with statis- 
tics to show that the present duty was 
essential to the trade, and that any 
further reduction meant the destruction 
of the industry in Canada. 

- H. Fairbank, ex-M.P., also ad- 
dressed the commission in favor of 
retention of the present duty. The 
prejudices, he said, against Canadian 
coal oil were fast disappearing. In 
London Canadian oi! alone was used, 
and there was more of \t used in To- 
ronto than the American article, In 
December Toronto peddlers sold 54,500 
gallons of American off and 62,000 
gallons of Canadian, ‘The 8000 wells 
at Petrolea cost about $400 each. The 
last reduction of duty was !)l-advised 
and the Finance Minister of that day 
knew it, but pressure made him yield. 

What the Government could do to 
assist the industry was to enquire why 
it cost five cents to carry oi] 400 miles 
from Thunder Bay to Winnipeg and 
only two and a half cents from Pe- 
trolea to Halifax and St. John. There 
was no other business in which labor 
figured more. ‘There was no combine, 
trust or corner in the Canadian oil 
trade. Every man was fighting to 
keep up his own business. Efforts had 
been repeatedly made to ship Canna- 
dian ofl and products of petroleum to 
foreign markets, but there was no 
opening for them and the experiments 
had invariably proved futile. But the 
Government could place them in a 
position to ship their lubricating pro- 
ducts, for the market was now in bet- 
ter shape than it had ever been. He 
only urged, however, that the present 
duty should be let alone. 

Mr. Englehart also made 
observations in reply to questions 
from the Ministers, and maintained 
that the refiners and producers are 
linked together in the matter, thelr 
interests being largely identical. 

Mr. Noble appeared, representing 
the farmers of Lambton, Essex and 
Kent, and supported the contentions of 
the gentlemen who had spoken. He 
took the position that If the duty war 
taken off oll the Canadian manufac- 
turers would not pay the owners of 
the wells even the $1.50 per barrrel on 
crude of] which waa now pald,

Canadian manufacturer for his cual 
fad to pay from $3.50 to $4.50 per won, 
while in England it cost but from $z 
to $2.25 and in Germany from $1.85 to 
$2. Canadian manufacturers were un 
der the necessity of heating thelr 
buildings in winter more than was 
required in England. To fit up a Cana- 
dian mill the cost of machinery would 
be about $300,000. In England or Ger- 
many it would cost one-third less, or 
a& saving of $100,000. Statistics showed 
that Great Britain was losing her hold 
in foreign markets, and If the Canu- 
dian tariff were lowered the Canadlan 
manufacturer would likewise suffer. 

He proceeded to give the following 
figures of the Canadian knitted goods 
industry: Value of plant $4,000,009, 
number of hands employed 4900, year- 
ly Wages paid $1,250,000, value of fuel 
used $56,500, amount paid for freight 
$58,000, duty paid on supplies brought 
in $35,000 a year, duty on machinery, 
etc., $25,000 a year. Whatever protec- 
tion the Government thought the 
Woolen manufacturers should have, 
the same should apply to the manufac- 
turers of knitted underwear. A reduc- 
tion in the tariff would bring them 
face to face with cheap German labor, 
and to keep the Canadian mills going 
there must be a réduction of wages. 
That would mean taking the bread out 
of the mouths of the people. The 
deputation would also urge that there 
should be a change in the present duty 
on Woolen yarns and worsted yavas. 
Mr. Penman mentioned that European 
exporters were in the habit of dis- 
honestly offering two invoices to their 
customers In order that there might 
be uniformity of &appraisement he sux-
